Laurel to hold Ben’s Cat 
memorial ceremony Nov. 11 


Ben’s Cat on his retirement at 
age 11 just days after he ran ninth in the 
Mister Diz June 24 at Laurel. Ben’s Cat was 
sent to the Kentucky farm of Bayne and 
Christina Welker June 28 but developed 
colic and underwent surgery July 6. He 
was euthanized July 18 due to post-surgical 
complications. 

Laurel remembered Ben’s Cat on its 
first day of live racing following his pass¬ 
ing with a moment of silence prior to the 
first race July 21. Maryland’s state flag was 
also lowered to half-staff in the infield in 


honor of the Parker’s Storm 
Cat gelding, a winner of 32 
races, four Grade 3 stakes 
and more than $2.6 million 
in purse earnings from 63 
lifetime starts. 

“As you know by now, 
on Tuesday July 18 Maryland 
racing lost a Thoroughbred 
legend, Ben’s Cat,” track 
announcer Dave Rodman 
said as a video montage of 
Ben’s Cat played. “Ben’s Cat 
had a fan base that stretched 
far and wide, outside of Maryland as well, 
through his eight years of racing. Our 
condolences go out to King Leatherbury, 
King’s assistant Avon Thorpe, Ben’s groom 
Fern Augusti; Doug Leatherman, who was 
on his back many, many mornings, and 
everyone who helped Ben throughout his 
unforgettable career.” 

Laurel also announced in July that Ben’s 
Cat’s ashes would be buried next to the 
paddock.

Haskell: “Sportsman, Political 
Figure, Humanitarian” 

In an excerpt from her hook, The Golden Age of New Jersey Horse Racing, 

Linda Dougherty chronicled the life of A.mory Haskell, Monmouth Park’s first presidentfor whom 
the Grade 1 Haskell Invitational is named. To read the entire piece, visit TheRacingBiy. com. 

W hen New Jersey voters passed an amendment in a special election on June 20, 
1939, to legalize racing and pari-mutuel wagering in the state, no man was 
more dedicated to bringing a racetrack to Monmouth County than Amory 
Lawrence Haskell. 

Haskell had the proverbial “silver spoon” in his mouth from the day he was born 
in November 1893, to Jonathan Amory Haskell and Margaret Riker Haskell. His 
father was a vice president of General Motors Corporation and E.I. duPont de 
Nemours Co., which prompted several newspaper reports to dub him the “powder 
magnate,” as he headed up duPont’s Smokeless Powder Division. The family main¬ 
tained residences in Manhattan and at their 240-acre Oak Hill Farm in Red Bank, N.J., 
and wintered (or “spent the season”) in Palm Beach, Fla. 

During his lifetime, Haskell’s great wealth allowed him to wear many hats: as a 
Master of Hounds, a clubman, a guiding figure of the National Horse Show, an ama¬ 
teur actor and a politician, having served as a delegate from New Jersey at the 
Republican national convention that was held in Philadelphia in June 1948. 

Haskell was responsible for making Monmouth Park one of the most modern and 
innovative racetracks in the country, and fashioned it after the most beautiful venues 
in England. From 1946 through his death 20 years later, Haskell made sure 
Monmouth offered its human and equine participants the finest in accommodations. 

Upon learning of Haskell’s death in April 12, 1966, at the age of 72, the tributes 
poured in from people in the sporting, political and social worlds. 

“A distinguished citizen,” said New Jersey Gov. Richard J. Hughes, “who has 
excelled in so many endeavors and whose contributions in many areas of public life 
will serve as a lasting and fitting tribute, and who was respected and admired by many.” 

A Red Bank Register editorial, published April 14, 1966, in part read: “(He) will be 
best remembered as the first and only president of the Monmouth Park Jockey Club. 
And it was largely through his efforts that the Oceanport racetrack became one of 
the finest in the nation. . . he always will have a special place in the history of 
Monmouth County. And his accomplishments will best tell his story today and in the 
years to come.”

Set: A record for training 
victories on a single day 
at Monmouth Park, Jorge 
Navarro, who won five races 
July 23. Several trainers, 
including Navarro (twice), 
had won four. 

Rode: Her first steeplechase 
race, Laurel Park-based 
flat jockey Forest Boyce, at 
Saratoga Aug. 3. Boyce rode 
Amnicalola for trainer Jack

Retired: Maryland -based 
multiple Grade 1 winner and 
Eclipse Award finalist A. P. 
Indian, after an ankle problem 
flared the afternoon of a 
planned start in the Grade 1 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt at 
Saratoga Race Course July 29. 
Trained by Arnaud Delacour 
for Kentucky owner/breeder 
Green Lantern Stables, 

A. P. Indian won six of seven 
starts in 2016—including the 
Vanderbilt and Grade 1 
Forego at Saratoga, the 
Phoenix Stakes-G2 at 
Keeneland and the Belmont 
Sprint Championship-G3 
during a campaign that 
produced $1,195,000. This 
year, the son of Indian Charlie 
and the A.P. Indy mare Ender’s 
Sister finished second in his 
only two starts — Keeneland’s 
Commonwealth-G3 and 
Pimlico’s Maryland Sprint 


Stakes-G3. Trained early in his 
career by Rusty Arnold, the 
7-year-old gelding finished first 
or second in all but three of 
his 20 career starts-including 
11 wins. 

Died: In June, 1991 
Preakness/Belmont Stakes 
winner Hansel, at Lazy 
Lane Farm in Virginia. At 
29, the Virginia-bred was 
the oldest winner of the 
Preakness and a classic race. 
Bred by Marvin Little Jr., 
Hansel was purchased by Joe 
Allbritton’s Lazy Lane Farm at 
Keeneland’s 1989 September 
Sale for $150,000. 

After initial breaking at 
Lazy Lane, he received further 
training at Two Creek Ranch 
in Texas under the tutelage of 
Cheryl Mallow (Asmussen) 
before joining Frank Brothers’ 
stable at Arlington Park 
in Chicago, where he won 
his first race in June of his 


2-year-old year. Hansel won 
the Grade 3 Tremont at 
Belmont Park in his next start, 
then placed in the Sapling at 
Monmouth, and Grade 1 
Hopeful at Saratoga. He 
returned to Chicago to finish 
his 2-year-old season with a 
win in the Grade 2 Arlington- 
Washington Futurity. 

Hansel’s 3-year-old season 
began with two starts at 
Gulfs tream Park-a fifth in the 
Fountain of Youth, followed 
by a third in the Florida Derby. 
Shipped north for his next 
race, he annexed the Grade 
2 Jim Beam at Turfway Park. 
Next came a 9-length win 
in the Grade 2 Lexington 
Stakes at Keeneland, which 
resulted in favorite status for 
the Kentucky Derby, where he 
finished 10th. He rebounded 
in the Preaknes s, running 
out to a 7-length win. Hansel 
then took the Belmont by 
a head over Derby winner 


Strike the Gold. Hansel later 
finished third in the Haskell 
at Monmouth before ending 
his career with a second to 
Corporate Report in the 
Travers, finishing with an 
injured tendon which forced 
his retirement, with total 
earnings just more than $2.9 
million. Sold to Gainsborough 
Farm, he stood five seasons 
there, and two at Questroyal 
Stud in New York before 
being sold to Japanese interests 
for stud duty. 

In 2005 Hansel was 
re-purchased by Allbritton, 
and returned to Lazy Lane 
to live out his life, breeding 
a few mares privately before 
being pensioned in 2012. 

He sired five group/graded 
winners. Hansel was featured 
multiple times in Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred- as a pensioner 
in July 2013 and as part of a 
feature article on Lazy Lane in 
September 2016.

T o Mid-Atlantic racegoers, he was a 
familiar sight. From early 1998 until 
October 2005, La Reine’s Terms went 
to the post 40 times in the recognizable 
black and gold silks of his owners/ 
breeders, Howard and Sondra Bender. 

He ended up in the winner’s circle on 16 
of those occasions, and by the time he 
headed into his well-earned retirement, he 
won 10 stakes, was graded stakes-placed 
and had bankrolled $804,591. 

But as his trainer Larry Murray tells 
it, he almost didn’t make it to the races at 
all. In fact, he was nearly euthanized as 
a yearling. Foaled at the Benders’ Glade 
Valley Farm in Frederick, Md., in 1995, the 
son of Private Terms was produced from 
Sondra Bender and Anderson Fowler’s 
graded stakes winner La Reine Elaine 
(King’s Bishop—Silver Betsy, by Nearctic). 

In spring 1996, Murray received a call 
at his Laurel Park barn from one of the 
Glade Valley crew informing him that La 
Reine’s Terms had been found lying flat 
out in his field. Glade Valley shed-raised 
its foals, and the colt was turned out in a 
group with eight or nine other youngsters. 
The men were able to get him on his feet; 
wobbly and drooling, he quickly went 
down again. 

“By the time I got back to the farm the 
vets were with him and they were sure he 
had a broken neck,” Murray said. “To 
confirm that he needed to be X-rayed, and 
Dr. Garst’s [the Glade Valley vet] machine 
wouldn’t do it. So we sent him over to Dr. 
Spurlock, and I figured it was a one-way 
trip. He called and said there were two 
broken vertebrae and he felt sure insurance 
would have paid on the policy had we 
wanted to go that way. I said ‘When we 
put him on the van, he just didn’t look like 
a horse that wanted to die.’ There was a lot 
of fight in him. He wasn’t in any pain, so 
they sent him home and we thought we’d 
give him 48 hours and had it gotten worse, 
we could have put him down at the farm.” 

Returning home, the colt promptly fell 
down again after unloading from the van. 
It was a bit dicey to be in the stall with him 
as he was still so unsteady on his back end. 

“But every day he just got a smidgen 
better, and he always looked at you like 
‘I’m not dead,’” Murray said. “He was a big, 
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rough, tough guy and I’m sure he just got 
to rough-housing with his buddies. We’ll 
never know how it happened. But it was 
interesting for a while there. We gave him 
the shot because of his attitude. He was a 
typical alpha male; that’s why he survived.” 

Broken late as a 2-year-old, La Reine’s 
Terms shipped to Murray’s barn and then 
made his debut at 3 on Feb. 28, 1998. For 
the next seven years, he was universally 
referred to as “The Man.” 

“He was one of the neatest horses 
I’ve ever been around. I tell everybody 
that he won most of his races on just his 
attitude,” said Murray. “He’d walk into 
the paddock and he’d intimidate half the 
field. He’d come in prancing and snorting 
and you’d look over and some poor other 
horse is sweating, nervous as hell. 'Holy 
moly, I gotta run against him?’” 

Raced exclusively on turf after his fifth 
career start, the dark bay was imposing 
enough to earn himself a good deal 
of black type, including Laurel Park’s 
Humphrey S. Finney and Japan Racing 
Association Stakes and consecutive 
renewals of the Find Handicap in 2001 
and 2002. He won seven stakes in a 
nine-race span (one of his losses resulted 
when he was wiped out on the first turn 
by an opponent). But his memorable 
performances on Maryland Million Day 
cemented his local hero status. 

As a 7-year-old in 2002, La Reine’s 
Terms battled Elberton to the wire in 
the Maryland Million Turf Stakes, run 
that year on the lawn at Pimlico. He 
closed out that season with a win at 
Sam Houston in the NTRA Great State 
Challenge Turf Invitational. 

On the shelf in 2003, La Reine’s 
Terms came back at 9 in 2004. 

“We always gave him the winter off of 
course, and every year when we would 
start back with him he went through a 
period where he felt good to start with 
and then he’d get a little achy and crampy. 
He wouldn’t feel good, but he’d work 
himself out of it. Val Kounelis got on 
him the most and she got along with him 
great. And he was no easy horse. He was 
tough; he’d take a real big hold of you.” 

Murray sent him postward just four 
times that year. Winning an allowance 
first time out in June, he wrapped up 
his season with a third in the Maryland 
Million Turf behind Dr Detroit and 
Private Scandal. 

“I remember the last year we had him. 
He was 10, and he just wasn’t coming 


around. It got to be the end of May, first 
of June. . . he should have been running 
by then. I said T think he’s done, which 
is fine.’ He didn’t owe us anything. But 
we kept him there at the track because 
Glade Valley in the summer is hot and 
buggy. And at the racetrack we pampered 
him. So when he was standing at the door 
looking like he wanted to go train, we’d 
throw the tack on him. I used to go with 
him on the pony, and he just loved going 
out there. Probably in early August he 
really started to act like he wanted to do 
it. I told Val 'Let him run down the lane 
and see what he says.’ She let him, and a 
couple of days later he was looking for 
more. He just kind of trained himself.” 

His only start in 2005 was the final 
race of his career—the Maryland Million 
Turf and a rematch with Dr Detroit 
and Private Scandal. The Glade Valley 
contingent was sizable; the Benders 
brought a crowd, and Murray was 
responsible for “about 30 friends and 
family” of his own. In his first race in a 
year, La Reine’s Terms gave everybody 
one last thrill—fighting to the front in the 
stretch and denying Dr Detroit by three- 
quarters of a length. 

“It was a fantastic day,” Murray said. 

£ 'People really loved this horse.” 

The Benders, of course, loved him 
enough to give him a shot as a stallion 
at Glade Valley. . . even though they and 
Murray realized he would not be terribly 
commercial. There were strikes against 
him—he was strictly grass and not from a 
fashionable or predominate sire line. They 
supported him a bit themselves, but he 
never managed to get any serious runners. 

“I think the people who did breed to 
him did it out of sentiment,” Murray said. 
“He was around the racetrack for so long 
that he had a tremendous amount of fans. 
He was a fan favorite.” 

Regardless, there was never any 
question that La Reine’s Terms would 
live out his days at Glade Valley. That 
remained the case until the farm was 
sold in 2016, a year after Howard Bender 
passed away. Sondra Bender had preceded 
him in 2012. While the idea of selling 
the farm had been on the table for quite 
some time, no one affiliated with the 
Frederick County property was prepared 
for how rapidly a buyer stepped forward 
that September. 

Celebrating his wife’s 60th birthday 
with a trip to Italy, Murray was shocked 
by a phone call informing him that the 


horses needed to be removed from Glade 
Valley within a week. Needless to say, 
panic ensued. 

Murray contacted former Glade Valley 
employees Jerry and Laurie Calhoun, who 
years earlier had begun Summer Wind 
Farm in Libertytown, Md. In 2012 they 
established The Foxie G Foundation, a 
rescue, rehab, rehoming sanctuary for 
retired Thoroughbreds. 

“Larry called me and asked if I could 
take the Glade Valley retirees. Luckily 
I had an open paddock and the old 
stallion barn, since we don’t have stallions 
anymore at all,” Laurie Calhoun said. “It 
was set up perfectly for La Reine, so we 
took him, three geldings and eight of the 
old broodmares.” 

The Benders’ daughters, Barbara Bender 
and Eileen Greenberg, were determined 
to offer their parents’ stock safe and 
happy retirements. To that end, they have 
made provisions for the horses’ care and 
expenses for the remainder of their lives. 

“I took La Reine off the trailer and he 
pretty much told everyone on the farm— 
human and equine—Tm here,’” Calhoun 
said. “He just stood and called to the 
other horses; he definitely announced 
himself. He has not been gelded. He is 
22 and we really did not want to put him 
through that at his age. Once they have 
been a breeding stallion they tend to be a 
little territorial and they don’t know how 
to handle themselves around other horses. 
They have their space and that’s the way 
they like it. That’s the way La Reine is. We 
have fence rows, and he loves to go over 
and chat with the other horses. He’ll hang 
out there and then he’ll go graze and go 
over to the other side to see those horses. 
He has great manners, but he likes being 
on his own.” 

Murray visits regularly, bringing 
supplies and donations. And Mike Figgins, 
Glade Valley foreman for over 40 years, 
heads to the Calhouns’ place twice a week 
to mow the grass. 

“He said he was bored in his 
retirement,” Murray laughed. 

So, in truth, very little has actually 
changed for La Reine’s Terms other than 
his zip code. 

“We sent him over there with a bag 
of peppermints and Laurie never lets it 
run out. I think that’s all he cares about,” 
Murray said. 

Somewhere, undoubtedly, Howard and 
Sondra Bender are smiling. ^

Ben’s Cat 
leaves us all 
wondering why 


Y ou can always train the other guy’s 
horse. That’s what my father says 
whenever anyone second-guesses 
someone else’s handling of a horse, a child, 
a sports team, a business, pretty much 
anything. 

It’s easy to question decisions from the 
sidelines, difficult to actually make deci¬ 
sions in the barn or on the field or in the 
executive chair. 

Owner/trainer/breeder King T. Leath- 
erbury retired Ben’s Cat in June, and lived 
up to a promise by sending the 10-year-old 
gelding to the Kentucky farm of Chris 
Welker. The decision was different, but 
Leatherbury is different and so was his 
horse. Welker loved Ben’s Cat, provided 
an amazing home and promised to enjoy 
him for as long as he lived. The four-time 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year would 
get a chance to go trail riding someday, or 
not. It would be up to him. 

But it wasn’t meant to be. 


He got colic and died less than a month 
after he was retired. The news felt like a 
punch from Joe Frazier or a body check 
from Scott Stevens, and made anyone 
wonder what would have happened if 
Leatherbury hadn’t retired him or left the 
horse at Laurel for a month or sent him to 
a local farm. 

I don’t know what would have hap¬ 
pened. I do know none of those choices 
would have made Ben’s Cat immune from 
colic, or any other ailment. If you haven’t 
figured it out by now, Thoroughbreds are 
as fragile as dollar-store eyeglasses. Horses 
seemingly get sick and injured on whims 
or puffs of ill wind. They kick walls, stick 
their legs through fence boards, get stuck 
up against the stall wall. Better Talk Now 
was retired for eight years-most of them 
in the same field—and got colic and died 
in June. 

Welker was crushed when Ben’s Cat died. 
She’d seen him on television, admired him 
from afar, then saw him in person during 
a trip to Pimlico for Preakness Week. She 
introduced herself to Leatherbury, met 
the horse, fell in love again (and harder) 
and ultimately said she’d love to give him a 
home in retirement. Welker’s Spring Ridge 
Farm in Versailles fit the horse. There was 
turnout space, other retired racehorses, 
some broodmares and young horses to 
watch and get to know. Most importantly, 
there was someone who cared about the 
horse as if he belonged to her. 

“It’s hard,” she said a week after Ben’s 
Cat died. “I have good days and bad days. I 
know he was happy, I know he got the best 
care a horse could get.” 

But she doesn’t know why he got colic. 
Nobody does. 

Everybody tried to do right by the 
horse. Leatherbury raced him for eight sea¬ 
sons, gave him winter breaks, brought him 
back slowly, spotted him in races he could 
win (he once told me Ben’s Cat was good 


enough to compete on the dirt more often, 
but that turf races were easier for him) and 
retired him when he wasn’t as good as he 
was. The Hall of Fame trainer announced 
the retirement decision June 26, and Ben’s 
Cat left Maryland for Kentucky two days 
later. He had seven good, amazing, beau¬ 
tiful days—he grazed, rolled, got regular 
baths, met a new buddy in Festus (whose 
racing career lasted seven starts and one 
win) and enjoyed a rare summer of leisure. 

As long as I write about horses, I’ll put 
the telephone interview I had with Welker 
about Ben’s Cat—16 minutes —alongside 
any. She talked while giving him a bath. He 
was loose with the shank on the ground. 
I could hear the water splashing off him. 
I could hear him shake it off with that 
satisfied noise happy horses make. A dog 
barked in the background. The whole 
thing sounded magical, like Ben’s Cat went 
to horse heaven. 

And I guess he did. 

When he died, we reacted as quickly as 
a monthly magazine can. We contacted the 
printer, who said we had a little time, re¬ 
did the cover, re-wrote the article and the 
August magazine went from happy to sad. 

Ben’s Cat deserved better, there I wrote 
it. After a racing career like that, the 
noble, determined, smart, talented crea¬ 
ture should have lived as long as any 
Thoroughbred ever. Instead, he gets to be 
a memory with a gravesite by the paddock 
at Laurel Park. Years from now, somebody 
will stop by that memorial and tell the story 
of Ben’s Cat. The sun will shine, there will 
be a little bit of a breeze (if it’s January 
there will be a lot of breeze) and the story 
teller will talk about the black horse with 
the orange blinkers who caused everybody 
to watch every time he set foot on the 
track. 

And nobody will wonder why Ben’s Cat 
got colic. ^

At Long Last 

Champion Songbird secures elusive 
Delaware Handicap for Porter

J uly afternoons in Stanton, Delaware, usually bring with them high heat 
and humidity, making temperatures feel like they’re touching the cen¬ 
tury mark even though they may be 15 degrees cooler. Once, a bride 
in full veil and gown nearly fainted after taking her vows in the Delaware 
Park picnic grove adjacent to the paddock, just prior to the running of the 
Delaware Handicap-Gl. 

But it’s all part of the lore of the place, which opened in 1937 and 
hosted the 80th Delaware Handicap, the track’s signature event, July 15. 


The weather had no impact on the 
decision by California-based trainer Jerry 
Hollendorfer to run champion Songbird, 
as the Delaware Handicap was high on 
owner Rick Porter’s races-to-win list. Twice 
thwarted in his quest to win the race, when 
the Hollendorfer-trained Blind Luck sur¬ 
prised favored Havre de Grace by a nose 
in 2011, and when Jostle finished fourth 
as the favorite in 2001, Porter felt confi¬ 
dent that Songbird could earn the trophy 
won by such luminaries as Busanda, Parlo, 
Endine, Open Fire, Straight Deal, Politely, 
Obeah, Susan’s Girl, Our Mims, Relaxing 
and Royal Delta through the years. 

Porter, who built a successful Delaware 
automotive group (starting as Porter 
Chevrolet) in nearby Newark, saw many of 
them in person and later built an interest in 
racing to the powerhouse Fox Hill Farms 
racing stable. In addition to Josfie and 
Havre de Grace, the stable has included 
major winners Hard Spun, Round Pond, 
Rockport Harbor, Old Fashioned and oth¬ 
ers. Porter has been battling lymphoma 
for many years, and last year had two 
extended hospitalizations, forcing him to 
miss Songbird’s win in the Alabama-Gl at 
Saratoga, watching it instead from his room 
in the intensive care unit of Christiana 


Hospital in Delaware. He also was not in 
attendance for the filly’s 2017 debut in the 
Ogden Phipps-Gl at Belmont Park June 
10, which came after a seven-month layoff. 

But Porter, who lives in nearby Chadds 
Ford, Pa., wasn’t about to miss Songbird’s 
start in the Delaware Handicap —the 
77-year-old left Massachusetts General 
Hospital two days before the race after 
completing a promising clinical trial. 

On paper, the race seemed to be easy 
enough for Songbird, as only four oppo¬ 
nents went to the gate. Ashbrook Farm’s 
Weep No More was the sole graded stakes 
winner in the lineup. But easy it was not, 
and Songbird nearly played the role of 
bridesmaid, rather than the beaming bride. 

A warm welcome awaited the 4-year- 
old daughter of Medaglia d’Oro as she 
came into the paddock. Her fans had encir¬ 
cled Delaware’s shady paddock two races 
before the big event, hoping to get a good 
photograph, and many Songbird T-shirts 
could be seen throughout the crowd. 

When she came into the paddock, how¬ 
ever, with her number on the tote board a 
bold 1-9, Porter and Hollendorfer noticed 
that she was uncharacteristically hot. Porter 
had also been warned before the race by 


jockey Mike Smith about the track condi¬ 
tion. 

“Mike came to me and said the track 
was extra heavy and deep, and not to 
be surprised if he was in the three or 
four path, because he couldn’t run down 
inside,” said Porter. 

Hollendorfer’s only concern was that 
the Wa- mile distance would be a challenge 
for the filly, since it would be only her sec¬ 
ond start of the year. And in the Phipps 
she was forced to do heavy battle with 
Paid Up Subscriber down the lane before 
prevailing by a length going 1 Vi6 miles. 

The California-based trainer pointed 
her for Delaware nevertheless, especially 
since Porter wanted to run in it so badly, 
and that it fit into her schedule very well. 

Carrying 124 pounds, eight to 13 more 
than her rivals, Songbird gave her backers 
quite a scare down the stretch as the Keith 
Nations-trained Martini Glass threatened 
to pour cold water on her expected trip to 
the winner’s circle. 

Sent right to the front at the start by 
Smith, the champion set moderate frac¬ 
tions of :24.26, :48.36 and 1:12.63, but 
never was able to shake off the pesky 
Martini Glass, who seemed intent on not 
letting Songbird get too far in front. 

Martini Glass sat in second position 
for most of the race, then boldly ranged 
up on Songbird’s flank coming off the 
turn and made a determined bid in mid¬ 
stretch, while a chorus of “Oh no!” rang 
out from the railbirds. Smith was forced to 
go to a left-handed stick through the final 
furlong and Songbird slowly edged away 
to a length victory. Although she was out¬ 
classed, Martini Glass continued gamely to 
the wire, with Line of Best Fit third.

Songbird’s final time over the cuppy 
surface was 2:03.96, and she won for the 
13 th time 14 starts-with the lone defeat 
coming in the 2016 Breeders’ Cup Distaff 
by a nose to champion Beholder. The 
$450,000 payday raised Songbird’s career 
earnings past $4.5 million. 

£ fit’s something we always wanted to 
win,” said a beaming Porter in the winner’s 
circle, 'fit’s fantastic. We got a little scare 
there. I wasn’t worried at the top of the 
stretch, but I started to get a little worried 
at the eighth pole. She’s only run twice, and 
it’s hot for her. She’s not used to this heat 
and all. She was sweating, and she never 
does. She got a little tired, but this will 
build a foundation.” 

Smith, in his 36th year as a jockey, 
doesn’t get nervous but allowed some 
questions to creep into his mind in the 
stretch. 

£ fi was going to ask her to run and if 
she didn’t respond, there was going to be 
a whole lot of doubt,” Smith said. “She 


responded and then we were OK. These 
races aren’t easy. These are the kind of 
races you get beat in, trust me.” 

Like Smith, Hollendorfer has been in 
the business for decades, and has seen 
pretty much everything there is to see 
training horses on the racetrack. Favorites 
lose sometimes, and he appreciated his 
filly’s effort. 

“[Keith] Nations’ horse was running so 
good I thought he might have a chance to 
get us, but then she dug in, and what more 
could you ask for from a champion filly?” 
said the trainer. “I didn’t ever think she 
wasn’t going to win. I didn’t think that in 
the Breeders’ Cup or in this race. She won, 
and I was happy to win this race for Rick 
Porter.” 

Asked if he wanted to run Songbird in 
the Delaware Handicap, knowing the dis¬ 
tance would be a challenge, Hollendorfer 
said, “You know, there’s a lot of different 
ways to think about things. It’s a handicap, 
so we know we’d be the highweight. It’s a 


mile-and-a-quarter. Could she do it? Yes, 
I thought she could. Maybe there was 
another route we could have taken, but for 
right now we’re on this route, so I’m happy. 
And Mr. Porter wanted to run, but if I had 
said she couldn’t do it, then I don’t think he 
would have made me run her.” 

There were smiles all around once the 
prices went up on the toteboard— from 
delighted bettors (who overflowed the win¬ 
dows in support of the favorite), Porter’s 
family and friends, fans, and especially from 
Porter himself, who finally got the prize he 
wanted. 

I Hollendorfer has always had good for¬ 
tune shipping horses to Delaware, and this 
year he scored a rare double as Tommy 
Town Thoroughbreds’ It Tiz Well made 
the cross-country trip and scored in the 
$300,000 Delaware Oaks-G3 a week before 
the Delaware Handicap. 

With Drayden Van Dyke in the saddle, 
It Tiz Well defeated five rivals in the IVu- 
mile Oaks as the 4-5 favorite. The Delaware 
double for Hollendorfer was only the sec¬ 
ond time in track history that it had been 
accomplished by a trainer, as Todd Pletcher 
became the first in 2006 with Adieu in the 
Oaks and Fleet Indian in the Handicap. 

It Tiz Well, a daughter of Arch from 
the Tiznow mare It Tiz, had traveled to 
Arkansas in March and captured Oaklawn 
Park’s Honeybee-G3. 

■ During his career as a jockey, Abel 
Castellano made 1,849 trips to the winner’s 
circle over the course of 16 years. 

The younger brother of new Hall of 
Fame inductee Javier Castellano was forced 
to hang up his saddle in December 2015, 
however, after suffering a concussion. He 
decided to stay in the game and took out 
his trainer’s license at Gulfstream Park in 
March. 

Based in 15 stalls at Fair Hill Training 
Center in Maryland, Castellano found the 
winner’s circle with a bang, saddling the first 
three winners of his new career July 6. His 
first winner came in the second race when 
Mom’s a Cougar drew off with a flour¬ 
ish in a $25,000 conditioned claimer for 
owner Northwest Stud Stables. Two races 
later, JRV Racing Stable’s Singanothersong 
scampered home in a $12,500 claimer for 
Castellano’s second win as a trainer. Next 
came Northwest Stud’s Cowboy’s Hero, 
who popped in a $36,125 allowance. 

“I love horses. They are my life,” said 
Castellano, who experienced his greatest 
success as a jockey on the Mid-Atlantic 
circuit. “They’re in my blood.” 

Castellano had won four races from 12

Sharp-trained Girvin gets there 
in Haskell stretch rumble

N o superstar? No problem. The 3-year-old colt division may be up for 
grabs, but what the class of 2017 lacks in star power, it makes up in 
excitement. And the show put on at Monmouth Park July 30 in the 
Grade 1 Haskell Invitational goes down as one of most exciting editions in 
the race’s 50-year history. 

On a resplendent summer Sunday on the Jersery shore, an evenly matched 
field of seven faced the starter—six went off at single-digit odds.

Girvin, with Practical Joke in hot pur¬ 
suit, made a relentless charge to get up at 
the wire, winning by a nose over McCraken. 
The runner-up had ranked as the best 
3-year-old on the NTRA poll earlier in 
the year for eight consecutive weeks, and 
appeared on his way to regaining that posi¬ 
tion when opening a daylight lead midway 
down Monmouth’s stretch. 

Owned by Brad Grady and trained by 
Joe Sharp, Girvin took home the $600,000 
winner’s share of the $1 million purse, 
earned an automatic berth into the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl through the Breeders’ Cup 
“Win and You’re In” Challenge Series, and 
threw his halter into the ring for an Eclipse 
Award. 

As a group, this year’s Haskell field 
boasted solid statistics. Combined, they 
made 34 starts at 3, winning 17 and hitting 
the top three 26 times. Five-Battle of 
Midway, Hence, McCraken, Practical Joke 
and Timeline—came in off graded stakes 
wins. Six contested the Kentucky Derby; 
five wanted to wipe that race off their 
records as only Battle of Midway hit the 
board when third behind Always Dreaming 
and Lookin At Lee. 

The only other classic-placed runner 
in the field was Irish War Cry. The New 
Jersey-bred looked a winner at the top of 
the stretch of the Belmont Stakes-Gl until 
giving way to finish second behind Tapwrit. 
Shining moments earlier in the year had the 
son of Curlin sitting atop the NTRA poll 
at one point. Not only would a Haskell win 
move him back up the ranks, but it would 
be a boost for New Jersey breeding and 
racing history. He is a third-generation New 
Jersey homebred for Isabelle de Tomaso, 


whose father, Amory Haskell, was the first 
president of modern-day Monmouth Park 
and for whom the race is named. 

Timeline was the one starter who had 
not run in a Triple Crown race. The son 
of Hard Spun, trained by Chad Brown for 
Woodford Racing, came into the Haskell 
undefeated in four starts, won at the F/s- 
mile distance and was the only entrant with 
a Monmouth start, a frontrunning near¬ 
track-record performance in the L/v-mile 
Pegasus-G3 in June. He was sent off the 
favorite at just under 2-1; Irish War Cry was 
second choice at 2.30-1. 

Overlooked was Girvin, the second-lon¬ 
gest price at 9.20-1. 

With new rider Robby Albarado, Girvin 
dropped back to last, at one point more than 
a dozen lengths behind the speed—Battle 
of Midway, Irish War Cry and Timeline. 
The early leaders posted moderate fractions 
of :23.93 and :47.34 and hit three-quarters 
in 1:11.25. 

Charging around the far turn, McCraken 
rallied four wide and quickly pulled away 
from the early leaders at the top of the 
stretch, getting the jump on Girvin, who 
had made his move with the Ian Wilkes- 
trained runner but got caught behind a wall 
of horses. Striding powerfully, McCraken 
opened a 2-length lead as Albarado worked 
hard to get Girvin rolling. In the final yards, 
Girvin, with Practical Joke to his inside, 
found another gear and McCraken’s lead 
evaporated. The final time was 1:48.35. It 
was the closest Haskell finish since Forty 
Niner’s battle down the stretch with Seeking 
the Gold in 1988. 

A son of Tale of Ekati, Girvin was on 
the rise early in the year, winning the Risen 


Star Stakes and Louisiana Derby, both 
Grade 2 races at Fair Grounds, in prepara¬ 
tion for the Kentucky Derby. 

The trip to Kentucky proved a challenge 
for Girvin’s young trainer. Sharp, a 32-year- 
old West Virginia native out on his own 
for less than three years, had a colt with a 
quarter crack and not much time to deal 
with it. Girvin made it to the gate, but had 
a troubled trip and wound up 13th of 20. 

Toss that race and Girvin has never been 
worse than second. He returned in the Ohio 
Derby-G3 in June and just missed by a nose 
when caught by Irap. “He ran his heart out... 
fought every step of the way,” said Sharp in 
the days leading up to the Haskell. “He dug 
in deep the whole way down the lane, and 
just lost on the bob.” 

The quarter crack issue behind him, 
Girvin progressed while training at 
Saratoga. He arrived in New Jersey two 
days for the Haskell, bringing a large, young 
and enthusiastic group with him. 

Texas businessman and rancher Grady, 
38, has been active in the Thoroughbred 
industry buying and pinhooking since 
2009, joining forces with longtime sales 
consignor and bloodstock expert Bobby 
Dodd. Grady expanded his operation when 
acquiring a training center in Ocala, Fla., in 
late 2012, named Grand Oaks, which Dodd 
oversees. “He’s my farm manager, partner, 
good horseman and good guy,” said Grady. 

The duo have hit home runs at the sales. 
A Tiznow colt out of Moonbow, purchased 
as a yearling for $125,000 at Keeneland last 
fall, set an Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company 
record when sold for $2.45 million in April. 
Three years earlier they sold a Malibu Moon 
colt, a $200,000 Saratoga yearling purchase, 
for $1.3 million at an Ocala 2-year-old sale. 

Girvin was a pinhooking prospect that 
could have gone terribly wrong, yet came 
out better than his connections could have 
imagined. His dark coat glowing, he made 
a presence in Monmouth Park’s paddock. 
“He’s a really nice horse on the end of the 
shank,” said Grady. “A good horse and 
good looking.” 

The colt caught the eyes of Grady 
and Dodd at the Keeneland September 
yearling sale in 2015, when they were first 
drawn to the bottom half of his pedi¬ 
gree. Girvin’s dam, the Malibu Moon mare 
Catch the Moon, had produced as her first 
foal then-2-year-old Cocked and Loaded, 
winner of the Grade 3 Iroquois just days 
before his year-younger half-brother was 
to go through the ring. Grady bid to 
$120,000—the reserve was $140,000. 

Dodd saw the Tale of Ekati colt one 
month later in Fasig-Tipton’s Kentucky 
sale and told Grady “he’s better.” They bid 
to $130,000 and got him. “Bobby was get-

ting him ready for Ocala, but he had a few 
issues,” said Grady, “small issues, enough 
to keep him out of the sale.” They consid¬ 
ered the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May sale, 
but the colt wasn’t ready Dodd reiterated, 
“He’s a really nice horse,” so the decision 
was made to keep the colt and race him, 
and he went to Sharp. 

The Grady and Sharp families inter¬ 
twine. Grady first came to know Sharp not 
as a trainer, but as the son of Sara Escudero, 
now the wife of trainer Bret Calhoun. 
Grady has had horses with Calhoun for 
years, among the best Maryland-bred 
champion Mayla, whom Grady picked out 
at the 2014 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May sale 
for $90,000. 

Sharp’s father, trainer Marc Sharp, used 
to ply his trade at Charles Town and now 
is a fixture at Presque Isle. The younger 
Sharp, having grown up in the business, 
was an assistant trainer for Mike Stidham 
when he met Rosie Napravnik at Delaware 
Park in the summer of 2009. He was 
Mike Maker’s assistant when he married 
Napravnik in 2011. Napravnik retired from 
race riding in 2014 to raise a family—they 
have two children, Carson (2) and Tucker, 
who turned a year old in August—and is 
now a member of Sharp’s stable as assistant 
trainer and exercise rider. 

Napravnik was among those who 
encouraged Sharp to go out on his own in 
2014. He won with his first horse, his own 
Holiday Drama, at Kentucky Downs that 
September. Grady was supportive from the 
start. “I didn’t realize he was going on his 
own at the time. I was up at Saratoga and 
wanted to claim some horses. It gave him 
an incentive to go out on his own.” 

One of the first stakes horses sent out 
by Sharp in the fall of 2014 was Aztec 
Brave (Fr). Claimed by Grady for $30,000 
at Keeneland that October, Aztec Brave 
has since become a stakes winner and also 
was the first Monmouth runner for Grady 
and Sharp, when the gelding finished third 
in the 2015 Red Bank Stakes-G3. The trip 
for Grady was memorable: “We flew up 
there that day-the ambiance, the atmo¬ 
sphere, the older track-I love the terrace 
[parterre] suites,” he said. “They took good 
care of us. There are other tracks that 
don’t do what they do with the owners—I 
was just really impressed with the staff, 
everybody—they’re really good people and 
know how to run a track. The management 
knows how to treat people. It’s one of my 
favorite tracks.” 

Grady, who has about 20 horses in train¬ 
ing, has started three horses at Monmouth, 
all trained by Sharp. The third is this year’s 
Long Branch winner Phat Man. 


The victory by Girvin was his fourth in 
seven starts, and increased his career earn¬ 
ings to $1,574,400. He is the first Grade 1 
winner for Grady and Sharp, and brought 
to the winner’s circle an ebullient group 
of family and friends. The Grady family 
celebrating included wife Misty, daughter 
Mikala (15) and son Mason (6)—only oldest 
son Braden wasn’t there. He was back at 
school at the University of Colorado- 
Boulder. 

Sharp hoisted silks-clad Carson on 
his shoulders as the winning connections 
accepted the trophy from de Tomaso and 
her sister Hope Haskell Jones, who have 
traditionally made the presentation to the 
winner. 

Haskell Day Notes 

I On a breezy, sunny afternoon with 
temperatures in the low 80s, attendance 
at Monmouth Park was 35,303, on par 
with Haskells over the past five years other 
than the record 60,983 who turned out for 
American Pharoah in 2015. . . Handle for 
the Haskell was $3,327,394, nearly identical 
to 2016. Live on-track handle was up 23.6 
percent from the year before to $2,203,848. 
A total of $12,809,111 was bet on the 
14-race card. 

■ The Haskell Day undercard included five 
stakes, four graded. Odds-on favorites took 
the Grade 2 Monmouth (Money Multiplier), 
Grade 3 Monmouth Cup (Sharp Azteca) 
and the restricted John J. Reilly Handicap 
for New Jersey-breds (Chublicious), while 
Money’soncharlotte surprised at 9-1 in 
the Grade 3 Molly Pitcher, and Wekeela 
(Fr) outfinished War Flag and the 9-10 


choice, three-time Grade 1 winner Miss 
Temple City, in the Matchmaker Stakes-G3. 
Sponsored by WinStar, the Matchmaker’s 
top three finishers were also awarded sea¬ 
sons to WinStar stallions Paynter, Daredevil 
and Tourist. 

■ Trainer Graham Motion sent out four 
runners for de Tomaso on the card. Three 
were half-siblings, out of de Tomaso’s star 
broodmare Irish Sovereign. Irish Strait, a 
5-year-old son of English Channel, finished 
second in the Monmouth Stakes; 4-year- 
old filly Irish Defence (by First Defence) 
tackled older males in the Reilly and faded 
to last in her stakes debut; and Irish War 
Cry (by Curlin) wound up fourth in the 
Haskell. De Tomaso’s other runner, 4-year- 
old homebred filly Port Salerno, by 2010 
Haskell winner Lookin At Lucky, finished 
sixth in a contentious turf allowance, her 
first start after breaking her maiden over 
the Monmouth turf in June. 

I Nik Juarez, the leading rider of the meet, 
led off with a winner in the first race aboard 
Mr. Euro for trainer Steve Asmussen, con¬ 
cluded with a win in the 14th race on 
Animal Trick for Kelly Breen, and also 
took the fourth for Breen with Versed to 
tie for most wins on the day with Antonio 
Gallardo. Juarez rode in 11 of the 14 races, 
and hit the board in stakes with a second 
on War Flag in the Matchmaker and thirds 
on Just Call Kenny in the Monmouth Cup 
and Carrumba in the Molly Pitcher. 

Gallardo, ranked second in the stand¬ 
ings, rode in nine of the races. His three 
wins were topped by Chublicious’ score in 
the John J. Reilly Handicap. ^ 
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Touch Gold’s win in the Belmont Stakes added even 
more value to racing’s richest invitational in 1997. 


The Haskell became racing’s richest 
invitational race when offering 
$1 million in 1997. Belmont Stakes 
winner Touch Gold took home 
$850,000 that year, which included 
a bonus for Grade 1 winners. 

Triple Crown winner American 
Pharoah’s $1.1 million winner’s share 
in 2015 is the most all-time. 

American Pharoah, the only Triple Crown winner 
to compete in the Haskell, added to his riches 
with his dominating score in 2015 and became 
trainer Bob Baffert’s record eighth winner.

Fueled by a rich history, New Jersey's 
signature race reaches a milestone 


R acing at Monmouth 
Park in New Jersey goes 
back nearly 150 years. 

But the facility we know 
today as Monmouth Park 
didn’t open its doors until 
1946, after a 53-year hiatus 
of racing in the area, and 
wouldn’t have been possi¬ 
ble had it not been, in large 
part, because of Amory 
L. Haskell, who played a 
major role in lobbying to 
legalize pari-mutuel wager¬ 
ing in the state. 

Haskell, at one time a top executive 
with General Motors Corporation who 
later launched the Triplex Safety Glass 
Company, was Monmouth Park’s first 
president and chairman, positions he held 
for 20 years until his death in April 1966 
at age 73. 

In 1967, the Monmouth Handicap, at 
114 miles for older runners, was renamed 
the Amory L. Haskell in his honor. In 1981, 
the Haskell name was transferred to what 


was then known as the 
Monmouth Invitational 
Handicap for 3-year-olds. 
Ben Perkins Sr. sent out 
Five Star Flight to defeat 
champion Lord Avie in 
that edition by 5 lengths. 

The Haskell Invitational 
rolled in the 13-year his¬ 
tory of the 3-year-old 
race, while winners of the 
Amory L. Haskell for older 
runners can be found with 
the Iselin Stakes history 
and include such names as 
Spectacular Bid, Royal Glint, True Knight, 
Verbatim and two-time winner West Coast 
Scout. 

The Haskell ranks as one of the most 
important stakes on the calendar each year, 
and is the only Breeders’ Cup Challenge 
Series “Win and You’re In” race for the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl exclusively for 
3-year-olds. 

It’s a fitting tribute for one of New 
Jersey racing’s most influential figures. 



Eleven classic winners 
have captured the 
Haskell—Coastal, the 1979 
Belmont Stakes winner, 
was the first. Preakness 
winners have accounted 
for the most wins with 
eight—Deputed Testamony, 
Point Given, War Emblem, 
Big Brown, Rachel 
Alexandra, Lookin At 
Lucky, American Pharoah 
and Exaggerator.

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Perennial leader at Delaware Park, 
Cedeno balances family, jockey career

I t isn’t difficult to picture jockey Carol Cedeno as a very little girl. Even 
now she is just 5 feet 2 and 113 pounds. And when she talks about grow¬ 
ing up in her native Puerto Rico, her eyes come alive, sparkling, as she 
tells how she would go about getting horses to ride. 

“I always loved the horses,” she says, reflecting on how she first came to 
ride the 1,100-pound animals she now maneuvers around Delaware Park 
and other local racetracks. “In Puerto Rico, it isn’t like here, horses are 
everywhere and you can ride them everywhere. 


“You would never think to go to a race¬ 
track to ride a horse. You just rode them 
at home. When I was little, I would beg 
everyone to let me ride their horses and 
they let me. And then, when I graduated 
from sixth grade, my dad bought a horse 
for me—a big horse.” 

What did you name him? 

“I never did name him,” she says. “I 
did talk to him a lot, but never gave him 
a name.” 

It was the simplest of beginnings. 

Now, she rides horses with names 
for some of the most successful names 
on the East Coast. Among her trainers: 
Todd Pletcher, who has won the Kentucky 
Derby twice, including this year with 
Always Dreaming; Larry Jones, who has 
had nearly two dozen significant winners, 


including 2011 Horse of the Year Havre de 
Grace, Hard Spun, Eight Belles and Proud 
Spell; Arnaud Delacour, whose stable is 
based at Fair Hill, Md., and is a multiple 
graded stakes-winning trainer and provider 
of many of Cedeno’s high performing 
mounts; and Scott Lake, who thinks he 
has a horse who may get him back to the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint, and says if the horse 
makes it, Cedeno will make the trip, too. 

From begging for rides as a child in 
her hometown of Barrio Pinas Toa Alta, 
to being sought after to ride as an adult, 
Cedeno, 28, has made the most of her 
opportunities. She is the three-time defend¬ 
ing leading jockey at Delaware Park and is 
hoping to join Michael McCarthy (1996- 
2001) and Ramon Dominguez (2003-06 


and 2008) as the only riders to have four or 
more titles at the track. 

As the single mother of two young chil¬ 
dren, daughter Angelika, 8, and son Dylan, 
5, Cedeno faces more challenges than the 
average jockey. But she continues to ride, 
and win. 

Her success story started simply, beg¬ 
ging for those horses to ride when she 
was less than 10 years old. And going to 
the racetrack just happened when one day 
her cousin Alex Colon asked her, “Do you 
want to go to the racetrack? Do you want 
to be a jockey?” 

She was in high school, but she said yes. 
Her dad said yes. Her mom? 

“My mom tried to talk me out of it,” 
Cedeno recalls. “But two weeks after I start 
[jockey school], the teacher talked to her 
and he said I was real good on the horses, 
and that he thought I would be a very good 
jockey. After that, she let me go.” 

Cedeno trained for two years at Escuela 
Vocacional Hipica Agustin Mercado 
Reveron, and then started working for 
conditioner Ramon Morales at Camarero 
Race Track. 

“The first time I got on a horse I had 
never raced,” Cedeno says. “So when I get 
on a horse, guys told me I looked like a 
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Cedeno breaks out of the gate at Delaware Park. 


natural jockey. It just came to me. I learned 
fast.” 

SMOOTH START, BAD BREAK 

She kept improving and as luck would 
have it, Morales had a brother, Jose, a 
jockey agent in Philadelphia. Ramon rec¬ 
ommended Cedeno and Jose sent for her. 

“I was 18 and I came all by myself,” says 
Cedeno, who has become fluent in English 
since her arrival. “It was scary and I was 
nervous, but in 2007 I started as an appren¬ 
tice and rode in Philly a couple years.” 

Besides riding and winning at Parx 
Racing, she also rode at the Meadowlands 
and Aqueduct, finishing her rookie year 
with 989 starts, 120 wins and purse earn¬ 
ings of $2,729,637. Personally and profes¬ 
sionally, setbacks awaited around the turn. 

A marriage to jockey Angel Serpa, 
whom she met while in Philadelphia, dis¬ 
solved after five years and two children. 

To make matters harder in that last year 
of her marriage, a horse she was riding at 
Penn National in August 2013 went down 
and she fractured her back. 

“I was out [for six months], but felt 
ready to come back before that. I said, T 
feel good.’ But the doctors said, ‘No.’ I was 
lucky I had saved money and I had insur¬ 
ance, too,” says Cedeno. 

When she did come back, a friend, fel¬ 
low jockey Alex Cintron, who is married to 


her best friend, Carmen Reyes, suggested 
she move her tack to Delaware Park. 

“I like it here,” she says. “It is a lot dif¬ 
ferent from Penn National and P hilly . The 
mornings are quiet and people are nice 
here. Everyone is good about a woman. 
Philly is tough for everybody. Very com¬ 
petitive.” 

EARNING THEIR WAY 

It has been nearly a half-century since 
Diane Crump became the first woman to 
ride against men in a parimutuel race. The 
year was 1969, 30 years after Anna Lee 
Aldred got the whole thing started in the 
United States when she became the first 
woman to receive a jockey’s license. 

Crump’s ride came at Hialeah Park that 
February in Florida. But it wasn’t easy to 
get a woman on a racehorse on a parimu¬ 
tuel track. Two other women had tried at 
Hialeah, only to have boycotts force them 
out. Crump tried once and a boycott was 
planned, but the horse, an also eligible, 
didn’t make the field. Finally, enough jock¬ 
eys agreed to ride and Crump got on track 
with the boys on a horse named Bridle ’n 
Bit and finished 10th. 

Few among competitive jockeys and 
trainers appreciated the achievement, but 
over time women have earned their way. 
Rosemary Homeister Jr. kept the move¬ 
ment going forward when in 1992 she 
became the first woman to win the Eclipse 


Award as top apprentice, and in 1993, Julie 
Krone became the first woman to win a 
Triple Crown race, taking the Belmont 
Stakes on Colonial Affair. Krone is also 
the first woman to be inducted into the 
National Museum of Racing’s Hall of 
Fame. 

Rosie Napravnik picked up the reins 
with four riding championships at Fair 
Grounds Race Course in New Orleans 
(2011-14), and is often regarded as the best 
female rider since Krone. She was the first 
woman to ride in all three Triple Crown 
races in the same year, taking Mylute to 
a fifth in the Kentucky Derby and a third 
in the Preakness (the best finishes by a 
woman jockey), and finishing sixth aboard 
Unlimited Budget in the Belmont in 2013. 
She is only the second woman to win a 
Breeders’ Cup race; and the first to win 
two. 

To Cedeno’s delight, Delaware Park 
has long been one of the most welcom¬ 
ing tracks for women jockeys, as Krone, 
Homeister Jr., and Napravnik all had solid 
careers there. 

Cedeno began by following their foot¬ 
steps, but is now on her own path. 

“She is an amazing girl and probably the 
best [female rider] in America right now,” 
says her agent, Irwin Steinberg, who also 
manages jockey Katie Davis at Delaware. 
“Carol has tremendous work habits and 
is a pleasure to work for and be around. 
She’s known around here and I never have 
a problem with trainers saying they don’t 
want to ride her.” 

The first year at Delaware Park in 
2014, she won her first riding title, scoring 
50 wins on 341 mounts (which includes 
Thoroughbred and Arabian races). 

“It was my first riding title anywhere,” 
she says, flashing a shy smile. “It was excit¬ 
ing because I was just back from my injury 
and it was my first year I come here.” 

In 2015, she had 65 winners from 334 
mounts; and last year, she brought 79 run¬ 
ners to victory out of 420 starters. This 
year, she is off to another good start, 
leading the Delaware Park standings with 
31 wins from 201 starts (through Aug. 16). 

“It has been hard,” says Cedeno, who 
arrives for work before dawn and often 
doesn’t leave until after the last race, often 
after 6 p.m. “But my mom and dad help me 
a lot. They live with us. Mom watches my 
kids and I know they are safe with her. And 
my dad takes the kids to school. Because 
of them, I can keep working hard. They 
do everything for me. They always have. 
I come out every day. I try every horse. I 
never say, ‘No.’” 
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Cede no gets a kiss from her daughter Angelika. 


‘THAT’S NO GIRL.’ 

BUT YES, SHE IS 

In her 10-year career, Cedeno has rid¬ 
den more than 5,000 races with nearly 650 
wins and collected purses totaling more 
than $15 million. 

“She’s very smart in a race,” Steinberg 
says. “She knows where to place a horse 
and how to race a horse. Most don’t believe 
she’s a girl. They swear she’s not. The first 
time she rode for Pletcher, his assistant 
said, £ That’s no girl.’ But yes, she is.” 

Larry Jones, who remembers Cedeno’s 
earliest days as an apprentice, but didn’t 
have an opportunity to use her on his 
horses until last year, understands the con¬ 
fusion. 

“She’s good at her trade,” Jones says. 
“She works hard at it and I don’t think she 
knows what the word fear means. She’s 
very personable and easy to deal with and 
she knows how to ride and handle a horse. 
I would [agree], she doesn’t ride like a girl. 

“She and Rosie Napravnik, they’re 
strong and they can finish. They’ve got 
all the tactics. Rosie was riding since age 
4. Maybe Carol did too, I don’t know. She 
may have grown up on horses, because 
she’s so confident. I see her on 2-year-olds 
that I don’t think I would put one of my 
jockeys on. We try to protect our jockeys, 
but there she is and she doesn’t care.” 

The dedication she has shown to her 
job and to her family has spurred admira¬ 
tion and appreciation from nearly all the 
trainers she rides for, though how her 
family commitment impacts their decision¬ 
making varies. 

“I tell you, if a great horse came along, I 
would not have a problem at all taking her 
to the big races,” Jones says. “No problem 
at ah.” 

One of the trainers who does allow 
Cedeno to work those willful 2-year-olds 
is Delacour. 

“Like any jockey we use, we look for a 
couple of things,” he says. “We like to win 
races, yes. But being able to teach a young 
horse to run, getting them to break, get 
them to relax, that’s important, too, and 
Carol does that very well.” 

But Delacour also says Cedeno’s family 
responsibilities limit her. He notes he had 
a very good horse that she won on for him 
last year, but when he took that horse to a 
stakes in Kentucky, he hired well-known 
jockey Joel Rosario, a Kentucky Derby and 
Belmont Stakes winner, to ride. 

“Top-class jockeys have the edge on 
those kind of horses,” Delacour says. “I 
understand Carol’s commitment to her 
family. My wife and I have two children, 
ages 3 and 5, and it does limit what we do 


and where we go, too, sometimes. Carol is 
in the same situation. I admire her for her 
devotion to her family, but it is a tough 
business.” 

Delacour notes being a jockey takes a 
lot of strength and a great work ethic, all 
of which he says Cedeno has. And, on top 
of it, he has learned she likes and respects 
horses, another key to her success. 

“The horse comes first [in the race/on 
the track] with her, and I find that admi¬ 
rable,” he says. “She’s been very consistent 
and helpful to our stables and I use her all 
the time.” 

As for Lake, Cedeno’s ability and family 
ties are like winning an exacta bet at the 
track. 

“Usually, when you watch the races, 
and the horses are coming down the lane, 
you can see which is a girl [jockey],” says 
Lake. “But unless you know Carol, you’ll 
confuse her every time. She’s strong and 
she can finish.” 


Lake, a four-time U.S. champion trainer 
by wins and one of only six trainers in his¬ 
tory with more than 5,000 wins, has seen 
his share of jockeys. When he talks about 
Cedeno, there is nothing but admiration in 
his voice. 

“I’ve rode her a little throughout her 
career,” Lake says. “Then, last year, I made 
her my first call at Delaware. She rides 
good. She has a solid whip left-handed and 
she’s aggressive. It’s what you want. It’s 
what I want. She’s strong and she finishes 
strong.” 

WHAT DREAMS ARE MADE OF 

Lake owns and trains a horse named 
Thurman Merman, named for the “little 
fat kid” in the movie Bad Santa. He ran 
once and won and then took a year off for 
an injury. But on May 30, the horse was 
back racing in the fifth race at Parx Racing. 

“I told my partner, who owns 10 per¬ 
cent of him, before the race, £ If I’m ever 
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going to get back to the Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint, it will be with this horse.’ And I 
would take Carol there, too. Just watch the 
replay of that fifth race. 

“She’s in between two horses and one 
closes in and bumps her-the outside horse 
bumps her and he [Thurman Merman] 
almost falls. And she goes to riding him. 
She takes him back [a good 3 lengths] and 
circles the field to win. She did an unbeliev¬ 
able job.” 

Lake pauses. Then says, “Carol and I 
have a relationship that is a little weird. We 
don’t talk a whole lot. She comes in and 
does her job and I can tell when she really 
likes a horse. Thurman Merman has won 
twice with her. He’s a freak. The first time 
Carol rode him, she came back and didn’t 
say anything. She just looked at me and 
smiled—like, This is the one!’” 

That she refuses to move her tack 
to a bigger, more prestigious track in 
New York, Florida or Kentucky carries no 
weight with Lake. 

“I’m a dad,” he says. “I have three kids, 
an 18-year-old daughter, and two younger 
ones, 13 and 11. I gave up a lot to have 


more time with them. I cut my stable size 
back so I could do more with my kids. 
Kids are a big responsibility and the way 
she puts her children first makes me like 
her more. She takes such good care of her 
kids.” 

In the end, the relationship Lake and 
Cedeno have isn’t that weird. They relate 
on very basic levels. 

Like Lake, Cedeno wants, more than 
anything, to be a good parent, but she has 
her dreams, too. That fourth riding tide at 
Delaware would mean a great deal, helping 
her to become better known and making it 
easier to get more rides. 

But she’d also like the chance to ride 
that big horse in the big races. 

“I know my kids need me,” she says. 
“I know they like their school. When I get 
up, I always want to be with my kids, to do 
things with them, so I’m not moving [to be 
with big name riders at major tracks]. But I 
would go with a big horse [for specific big 
races], everyone wants that, too.” 

For Cedeno, the opportunity to design a 
life that can accommodate both is what her 
dreams are made of. #

Former hotwalker Gruskos hits it big 
as owner of NJ-bred hero Chublicious

O n his daily morning routine of lead¬ 
ing horses in seemingly endless loops 
around the shedrows of various 
trainers at New Jersey’s Monmouth Park 
years ago, David Gruskos could not envi¬ 
sion holding a trophy instead of a shank in 
the winner’s circle one day 

“I grew up in Oceanport. As a kid, I 
always worked at the track as a hotwalker, 
and I never thought I could ever own a 
racehorse. It was a dream that could never 
possibly come true,” said Gruskos, 57, who 
still lives in the Jersey Shore town where 
the track is located. “This was not for me. 
It was all for the rich and famous.” 

Now he travels in those kinds of circles. 
Gruskos, who owns an automotive 
tools sales company but termed himself 
a regular working stiff, owns six horses, 
including Chublicious. The New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association’s 
2016 champion older male and champion 
sprinter, trained by Jorge Navarro, cap¬ 


tured his second consecutive John J. Reilly 
Handicap for state-breds on the undercard 
of the Grade 1 $1 million betfair.com 
Haskell Invitational July 30. 

“Standing in the winner’s circle with 
my horse on Haskell Day was very excit¬ 
ing. It was also surreal,” Gruskos said. “If 
you look at the photo, half of the town of 
Oceanport is in there with me, and I didn’t 
know three-quarters of them.” 

Nonetheless, most everyone in New 
Jersey racing is familiar with Chublicious, 
a 6-year-old gelded son of 2016 New 
Jersey Stallion of the Year Hey Chub out 
of Sassy Broad. He was bred by Danny 
Lopez at his Joe-Dan Farm and was owned 
by his breeder until being sold privately to 
Gruskos after the 2015 campaign. 

In his first start for his new connec¬ 
tions, Chublicious became a stakes winner 
in the 2016 edition of the Reilly in May, 
and then went on that season to beat open 
company in Monmouth’s Mr. Prospector 


Stakes in June and came back with a big 
win in the New Jersey Breeders’ Handicap 
that August. 

“It’s all incredible. Last fall, I went to a 
dinner for the [Breeders’ Association], and 
that was followed by the state’s Agricultural 
Department calling and saying he’s their 
Thoroughbred Horse of the Year and 
sending me a fancy proclamation. It was a 
lot to take in,” said Gruskos, who served 
on the New Jersey Racing Commission 
in 2014-15 and on the advisory board for 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association during the transition to the 
group’s management of Monmouth Park. 

“When did I really appreciate it? It all 
didn’t really sink in until the horse just won 
the Reilly again. I thought, ‘Holy crow. This 
is one amazing animal.’ It’s all amazing.” 

What is also remarkable is that Chub¬ 
licious, the most successful to date of Hey 
Chub’s 31 foals with $371,754 in earnings 
through July, covered 6 furlongs in 1:08.37 
while toting highweight of 126 pounds, 
including Antonio Gallardo. The winner 
prevailed by a head in what looked like a 
match race with Fast Friar through the lane 
as Visionary Ruler, the 2012 winner of the 
New Jersey Juvenile also trained by Navarro 
and owned by Gruskos, was 7% lengths 
back in third. 

“Chublicious is a hard horse to train,” 
said Navarro, Monmouth’s leading con¬ 
ditioner, who added his admiration for 
the horse being able to run that fast and 
that determinedly while carrying that 
much weight. “He’s got an attitude in the 
mornings, so you have to be careful with 
him. He’s got a great exercise rider, Raul 
Herrerpe, who takes his time with him. 
He’s also a weaver in his stall, and we’ve 
had to work with that, too. He’s not easy to 
get along with. He’s hands-on.” 

He’s also a totally sound horse so there 
are plans to keep him in training. When his 
racing shoes come off for the final time, 
Chublicious will always be well provided for. 

“I just donated money to benefit retired 
racehorses. I always want to do right by the 
animals,” said Gruskos, who also has Miss- 
chief Maas at Monmouth with Navarro 
and a three-horse string in Maryland with 
Claudio Gonzalez. “I think there should be 
a portion of [every] purse that goes to 
them and is managed for them. What are you 
asking for? Food and care for these horses. 
That’s not like asking for anything crazy.”

trained multiple graded stakes-winning 
Sharp Azteca took the 43rd Monmouth 
Cup-G3 at lVi6 miles in track record time 
of 1:40.19 for Geldenstein Farms. 

The final time eclipsed the 1:40.20 
Formal Gold set in 1997. Navarro, who 
said he was second-guessed about running 
the sprinter around two turns, said he felt 
vindicated as he wanted to make sure the 
horse could handle the two-turn Breeders’ 
Cup Dirt Mile at Del Mar in November, 
which is the goal. 

Two races later, Goodwood Racing 
VUI’s 2-year-old filly Dark Artist became 
the first winner for 2012 Haskell victor 
Paynter, as the Jane Cibelli-trainee upset 
the field at 12-1. The Haskell was the 
highlight of Paynter’s career, but his high- 
profile battle for survival after becoming 
ill following the race—including overcom¬ 
ing laminitis—made him an inspiration, 
which led to his being awarded that year’s 
Secretariat Vox Populi as a fan favorite.

Solid Returns 

Delawarean McConnell enjoying run 
with homebred star Saint Main Event

S aint Main Event has given her owner 
and breeder, Daniel McConnell Sr., 
plenty of thrills and monetary 
rewards since she kicked off her racing 
career last November. 

The 3-year-old filly has been a consis¬ 
tent check-getter, winning or placing in 
nine of 11 starts and earning $123,799. Of 
that total, $89,949 was earned in 2017. 

Saint Main Event is a product of the 
Mid-Atlantic region, through and through. 
Foaled in Pennsylvania at Northview PA in 
Peach Bottom, she was sired by Redeemed, 
who stands at North view’s flagship facility 
in Chesapeake City, Md., and is his leading 
earner to date. Her dam, Lucky Notion, 
also has strong ties to the region, having 
been sired by Northview stallion Great 
Notion and foaled in Pennsylvania. She 
was co-owned by McConnell during her 
racing career, in which she won five times 
and earned $117,464. 

To complete the connection, McConnell 
and his wife, Joanna, reside in Delaware, 
not far from Delaware Park. 

Saint Main Event has faced the starter 
nine times in 2017, three at Penn National. 
In July, she was third in a Pennsylvania- 
bred allowance where she rallied from off 
the pace to fall about a length short. 

“She got out of the gate a little slow, but 
she came running, and she tries hard every 
race,” said McConnell. “And it’s always fun 
when your horse is hitting the board.” 

McConnell cited Saint Main Event’s 
victory May 29 at Parx Racing in a $50,900 
starter allowance as one of her most excit¬ 
ing performances. 

“She was dead last and six wide, then 
she made up all kinds of ground to just 
get up in the final jump,” he said. “Even 
though I’ve watched the replay 10 times, it 
still doesn’t seem like she’s going to win.” 

McConnell has been involved in the 
sport as an owner and breeder for more 
than 20 years. 

“My parents took me to Delaware Park 
when I was a kid, and that’s where I got my 
start,” he said. 


“He’s never had a huge amount of suc¬ 
cess,” said his wife, Joanna, “but he did 
own a small part of [multiple graded stakes 
winner] Eight Belles, and we were all dev¬ 
astated at what happened at the Kentucky 
Derby [in which she broke down].” 

In partnership with Michael Salvaggio 
Jr., McConnell co-owns the durable Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred mare Lenape Rim, a five¬ 
time stakes winner of nearly $600,000. 
He’s also the co-breeder and co-owner of 
Flashy Kyem, by Northview PA stallion 
Medallist, who has earned nearly $175,000, 
primarily in allowance company. 

Lucky Notion is the McConnells’ only 
broodmare, but they may be looking to add. 
Lucky Notion has a 2-year-old colt by for¬ 
mer Pennsylvania stallion Corinthian named 
Prince Lucky, and foaled a filly by El Padrino 
this spring. She was one of the first mares 
bred this year to Northview PA’s new stal¬ 
lion, Uncle Lino, a son of top sire Uncle 
Mo, in whom the McConnells own a share. 

“Lucky Notion was very sound and is a 
beautiful mare,” said McConnell, “and all 
of her offspring are like her. We don’t have 
the largest stable or breeding operation, 
but we do the best with what we have. And 
we love working with Northview—it is a 
first-class operation.” 

I Owner, breeder and trainer John Wames 
has turned a nifty profit the last two years 
with Sepicato, a Pennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
old son of Got the Last Laugh, who stands 
at Diamond B Farm in Mohrsville, Pa. 

Sepicato has raced exclusively at Penn 
National and in nine starts has hit the 
board six times. He broke his maiden in 
his debut last December and has since 
captured two allowances, the most recent 
July 15 when he came from off the pace 
to score by IV 2 lengths going 6 furlongs. 
Prior to that, Sepicato was a rallying third 
in the $100,000 Danzig Stakes June 3, in 
which he again came from off the pace 
but couldn’t catch Santa Anita invader The 
Critical Way. Overall, Sepicato has earned 
$92,389. 


I Jeremiah Kane’s Sine Wave went over 
the $100,000 mark in earnings in her fifth 
start July 12, a gutsy allowance victory. 

The 3-year-old daughter of Big Brown, 
trained by mid-Atlantic-based Ben Perkins, 
wore down the leaders late to win by a neck 
as the betting favorite over In the Navy 
Now. After breaking her maiden in her 
debut at Laurel Park in late December, Sine 
Wave won an allowance at Parx Racing 
in February and then earned a graded 
stakes-placing when second to Grade 1 
winner Sweet Loretta in Keeneland’s Beau¬ 
mont-G3 April 9. 

Perkins, a graduate of the prestigious 
Wharton School of Business at the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania, picked out Sine Wave 
from last year’s OBS April sale for $100,000 
on behalf of Kane, his former classmate. 
She had zipped her quarter-mile workout in 
: 10.20, which caught Perkins’ attention. 

“We watched her work, [Kane] always 
liked Big Brown, and she was a strikingly 
good-looking filly,” said Perkins. “She’s 
very feminine looking with a beautiful 
head, and very well-balanced, so you put 
it all together and it really was a no-brainer 
that we would bid on her.” 

■ HnR Nothhaft Horse Racing’s Move, a 

4- year-old half-sister to champion Finest 
City, captured the second race of her career 
July 7 in an allowance for Pennsylvania- 
bred fillies and mares. 

Foaled at Northview PA where her 
sire, the late Silver Train, stood, Move 
went off as the heavy favorite in the mile 
contest, in which she rated inside for Parx 
leading jockey Frankie Pennington. Move 
seized the lead from second choice Island 
Romance at the head of the stretch and 
then drew off with a flourish, extending 
her margin to 4!4 lengths at the wire. 

Move earned $62,480 in her first seven 
starts of the year, increasing her total earn¬ 
ings to just shy of the $100,000 mark. The 
filly, out of the Lemon Drop Kid mare Be 
Envied, has raced primarily in Pennsylvania 
except for short stints in Florida. She’s 
trained by Keith Nations, who handles 
most of Nothhaft’s East Coast horses. 

“My philosophy is, as long as the horse 
is sound and shows that they still enjoy 
competing, we will continue to go on,” 
said Nothhaft, about Move’s future. “If 
she stays on her current path, I would 
definitely plan on racing her next year as a 

5- year-old. Silver Train horses as a group 
are amazingly sound, and his offspring are 
way up there on average starts when com¬ 
pared against other sires.”

NY-bred Fourstar Crook extends 
streak with Dr. Penny score for Brown

T 'he summer stakes season at Parx 
Racing got off to a hot start in early 
July when the Bensalem, Pa., oval pre¬ 
sented two Grade 3 stakes, the $200,000 Dr. 
James Penny Memorial on Independence 
Day, followed by the $200,000 Parx Dash 
July 8. 

Two $100,000 stakes for Pennsylvania- 
breds, the Crowd Pleaser and Power by 
Far, followed July 22. The stakes action 
preceded the track’s planned three-week 
shutdown in August, when some repair to 
the main racing surface was planned. 

Trainer Chad Brown, who infrequently 
ships horses to Parx, did so for the Penny 
Memorial and came away with a victory 
with Fourstar Crook, an ultra-consistent 
New York-bred daughter of Freud out 


of the D’Accord mare Avril a Portugal. 
Owned by Michael Dubb, Bethlehem 
Stables and Gary Aisquith, Fourstar Crook 
won her eighth consecutive start in a streak 
which began Oct. 8, 2015. 

With Joe Bravo aboard, Fourstar Crook 
rallied from seventh in the field of eight, 
fanning wide down the stretch and cross¬ 
ing the finish 2% lengths ahead of My 
Impression. The win was the second stakes 
of the holiday weekend for Bravo, as he 
guided Bigger Picture to win the Grade 1 
United Nations in course record time at 
Monmouth Park three days earlier. 

Fourstar Crook’s lifetime record 
includes stakes wins in Saratoga’s Yaddo 
and Belmont’s John Hettinger and Mount 
Vernon Stakes, all for New York-breds. 


The Penny Memorial was her first stakes 
win against open company. She’s earned 
$544,050 for her connections. 

“She’s an impressive horse,” said 
Brown. “She’s obviously very consistent 
and we’re proud of her.” 

■ In the Parx Dash, Patricia Generazio’s 
homebred Pure Sensation won his sec¬ 
ond consecutive renewal as he closely 
attended the pace of early leader Bold 
Thunder, assumed command at the top of 
the lane, and drew off to win by 5% lengths 
under Kendrick Carmouche, also aboard 
in 2016. Mongolian Saturday, winner of 
the 2015 Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-Gl, 
edged Bold Thunder by a neck for second. 
Two lengths covered the second through 
eighth-place finishers. 

From 22 starts, 6-year-old Pure Sensa¬ 
tion has eight wins, four seconds and three 
thirds for earnings of $1,073,540. The 
well-traveled gelding was forced to with¬ 
draw from the Hong Kong Sprint-Gl at 
Sha Tin in December due to physical prob¬ 
lems after finishing third in the Breeders’ 
Cup Turf Sprint-Gl at Santa Anita. He 
returned to run fourth as favorite in the 
Twin Spires Turf Sprint-G3 on soft turf at 
Churchill Downs Derby weekend, and fol¬ 
lowed with a fourth in the Grade 3 Jaipur 
at Belmont in his first two starts this year. 

■ On July 22, the Todd Pletcher-trained 
Firsthand Report, owned by StarLadies 
Racing, pulled away from odds-on favorite 
Fat Kat to win the Power by Far Stakes for 
fillies and mares. 

Fat Kat, a daughter of Pennsylvania 
stallion Weigelia, set moderate splits of 
:23.13 and :46.06 in the 5-furlong turf 
sprint, but Firsthand Report and jockey 
John Bisono stayed glued to the favorite 
around the turn and into the stretch after 
breaking slowly. She then got the better of 
Fat Kat in deep stretch and drove clear late, 
in :58.03 over the firm course as the 7-2 
second choice. 

Firsthand Report is a 4-year-old by 
Blame out of the Delaware Township 
mare Kinsey and has won $268,395, with 
10 top-three finishes, from a dozen starts. 
This year, she’s won three of four starts; 
prior to the Power by Far, she captured 
the Lyphard Stakes for state-breds at Penn 
National. 

■ A Pennsylvania-bred stakes doesn’t 
often attract a horse who competed in 
the Kentucky Derby, but that’s just where 
trainer Mike Maker decided Kendell 
Hansen’s Fast and Accurate needed to run 
in order to get a confidence boost after

finishing off the board in the Derby as well 
as two other stakes since. 

Dispatched as the favorite by Parx 
punters in the 1 Vi6-mile Crowd Pleaser for 
3-year-olds, Fast and Accurate set a moder¬ 
ate pace while closely attended by second 
betting choice Quick Learner. 

At the top of the stretch, Fast and 
Accurate began to falter as a cavalry charge 
came from behind, with 18-1 Threeohtwo- 
cassie rallying wide under Edwin Gonzalez 
to hold off the determined Iggy Loco by 
three-quarters of a length in 1:44.14. Fast 
and Accurate hung on for third. 

Threeohtwocassie, trained by Anthony 
Pecoraro for Black Cloud Racing Stable 
LLC, lost five times before breaking his 
maiden for a $25,000 tag at Delaware Park 
one start before the Crowd Pleaser. 

The gelded son of E Dubai out of the 
King of Kings (Ire) mare Exquisite Cassie 
improved his lifetime earnings to $85,553 
paid $38.20 to win. 

Firsthand Report and Threeohtwocassie 
passed through the auction ring as part of 
a Royal Oak Farm consignment. Three¬ 
ohtwocassie sold for $2,500 as a weanling 
at the 2014 Keeneland November breed¬ 
ing stock sale, while Firsthand Report 
sold for $310,000 at the 2014 Keeneland 
September sale. 

Threeohtwocassie was later sold at the 
2015 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky October 
yearling sale for $10,000, consigned by 
Sheltowee Sales. 

■ Last year’s leading owner at Parx-Ten 
Strike Racing, headed by Marshall Gramm- 
is enjoying another fruitful season, sitting 
atop the standings while winning at 31 
percent. 

Among the winners saddled by Ten 
Strike’s Parx trainer, Juan Carlos Guerrero, 
was Polite Pearl, who clicked in a $48,500 
allowance for fillies and mares July 11. The 
5-year-old daughter of Congrats led all the 
way, getting 6 furlongs in 1:10.91. 

In the span of just three years, Ten 
Strike Racing has gone from winning just 
one race and less than $14,000 in earnings 
to 66 wins and $1.7 million in earnings last 
year. Thus far in 2017, Ten Strike has won 
51 races and more than $1.3 million. 

■ When Late Breaking News captured a 
$59,030 allowance June 10, co-owners and 
breeders Stacy and Gary Machiz called it 
their “Belmont Stakes,” as it was contested 
the same afternoon as the third leg of the 
Triple Crown. 

The Pennsylvania-bred son of Jump 
Start added to the Machizes’ delight when, 


on July 8, he came back to win a $62,882 
allowance test, scoring by 2 lengths at odds 
of 10-1. 

Trained by Stacy Machiz, Late Breaking 
News has now won $80,050 for the couple 
from three starts in 2017. 

■ Amblin Man began his career in 2014 
racing for his owner/breeder Fantasy Lane 
Stable, which is headed by Bob Hutt. After 
breaking his maiden a year later in August 
2015, the Pennsylvania-bred son of for¬ 
mer state stallion Any Given Saturday was 


claimed in his next start, which he won, 
by trainer Robert J. Taylor for $7,500 on 
behalf of owner Darlene Consigliaro, and 
has since registered three wins, the most 
recent occurring July 18 in a $59,280 allow¬ 
ance at 5 furlongs on turf. 

The 5-year-old gelding has had sev¬ 
eral different owners since the claim while 
remaining in Taylor’s barn. In winning July 
18, his owner was listed as Taylor’s son, 
Bryant. In six starts since April, Amblin 
Man has earned nearly $89,000. #

Tragic victory 

Rising 3-year-old filly Morticia wins 
turf stakes after groom passes away

K entuckians G. Watts Humphrey Jr. 
and Rusty Arnold shipped into Mary¬ 
land with Morticia and left with a 
powerhouse win in the $100,000 Stormy 
Blues Stakes at Laurel Park July 15. 

They also left with heavy hearts as 
Armando Cortes, Morticia’s groom and a 
longtime Arnold employee, died the night 
before the race. 

“We shipped her to Laurel, he was on a 
van with her,” Arnold said. “She got there 
about 4 in the morning Friday. We shipped 
through the night, it was really hot. They 
got off, he took care of her that morn¬ 
ing. He came back and fed her. Horacio 
DePaz-we were in his barn-and his assis¬ 
tant said everything was fine. 


“They called his brother, Claudio, who 
is my assistant, at midnight and said that 
he had passed away,” Arnold said while 
overcome with emotion on his walk back 
through the clubhouse. “He was at dinner 
with his friends and then he got to feeling 
ill, they got him in the ambulance and got 
him to the hospital. We still don’t have the 
autopsy results back. He was only 39 years 
old.” 

The news was a stark reminder of how 
much, and how quickly, life can change. 
Arnold nearly didn’t run Morticia at Laurel, 
but was assured by DePaz and his team 
that they would care for the filly. 

Morticia handled the rest, running 
down Smiling Causeway to set a course 


record in the 5 Y-furlong turf stakes for 
3-year-old fillies. The race anchored three 
turf stakes on an 11-race card that also 
featured the Caveat and the Pearl Necklace 
for Maryland-bred/sired horses (see recaps 
of those stakes in the Maryland Horse 
newsletter on page 61). 

Morticia finished in 1:01.29 over a firm 
Kelso Turf Course layout, besting the 
1:01.31 of Billy the Bull June 9. Prior to 
this year, the mark of 1:01.59 was set in 
2009 by Natural Seven. 

Humphrey and Arnold co-bred the filly, 
a daughter of Twirling Candy and the Mr. 
Greeley mare Halloween Party. The New 
York-based Jose Lezcano also shipped in 
for the mount on Morticia, who won for 
the fourth time in five starts on the turf. 

“I’ve been riding her a couple times 
already and she’s a very nice filly. She’s all 
heart,” said Lezcano, who has been aboard 
for all three stakes wins. “She tries hard and 
she wants to win all the time.” 

Morticia and Lezcano made it five out 
of six by adding Saratoga’s Coronation 
Cup July 31. She has only lost once on 
the turf - when second to La Coronel in 
the Grade 3 Appalachian going a mile at 
Keeneland in April. 

NO DOZING BLASTS 
THROUGH CONCERN 

A familiar track and some new equip¬ 
ment proved to be a winning combination 
for Lael Stables’ homebred No Dozing, 
who overcame an awkward break, an off 
track and a challenge on the far turn to cap¬ 
ture the $75,000 Concern Stakes July 22. 

The 7-furlong Concern for 3-year-olds 
proved to be the ideal comeback race for 
No Dozing, who was on the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl trail this winter. The son of 
Union Rags hadn’t raced since finishing 
second in the Grade 3 Pat Day Mile on the 
Derby under card and hadn’t won since an 
allowance race at Laurel last September. 
Trained by Fair Hill-based Arnaud Dela- 
cour, the bay colt wore blinkers for the 
first time and led through a quarter-mile in 
:23.14 while pressed by Honor the Fleet. 
They entered the far turn together where 
Honor the Fleet appeared to stick a head 
in front following a half in :45.89. 

“He always runs a little bit the same 
way. On the turns, you think that he’s 
done and when he gets balanced, he finds 
another gear, and he did today,” Delacour 
said. “He’s done it before all the time and 
that’s why we try to put aggressive jockeys 
on him, because he needs a lot of solicita¬ 
tion. I was very happy with it.”

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SPECIAL ENVOY RULES 
ON VIRGINIA-BRED DAY 

Despite a slow break and a surface that 
had not previously been to his liking, Bert 
and Diana Firestone’s homebred Special 
Envoy put on a special performance Aug. 
5, going all the way on the lead to win the 
$75,000 Hansel by 814 lengths. 

The lVi6-mile Hansel for 3-year-olds 
and up on the turf was the first of four 
$75,000 grass stakes restricted to Virginia- 
bred/sired horses on the 11-race program. 
It was joined by the William M. Backer, 
also at lVi6 miles, for fillies and mares, and 
the Meadow Stable and Camptown (for fil¬ 
lies and mares), each at 5/4 furlongs. 

It was the second straight win, both 
stakes at Laurel, for the Delacour-trained 
Special Envoy, following the Edward P. 
Evans against Virginia-breds June 24. The 
6-year-old gelded son of Stroll completed 
the distance in 1:46.59 over an Exceller 
Turf Course layout listed as yielding. 

“He’s coming along at the right time. 
He’s always been a nice horse but timing 
is everything. I think we got it right this 
year,” Delacour said. “He hasn’t really 
performed as well [on soft turf] as he did 
on the firm in the past but he did pretty 
good today. I think the turf is in very good 
shape, anyway, maybe a little bit on the soft 
side because the times are slow, but there’s 
plenty of grass on top.” 

■ Fig Tree Farm’s Sweet Sandy went from 
last to first, passing even-money favorite 
Queen Caroline and catching Armoire near 
the finish to give trainer Danielle Hods don 
her first stakes victory in the William M. 
Backer. 

Sent off at 14-1, Sweet Sandy and 
jockey Jevian Toledo completed the lYu 
miles in 1:45.90 over a yielding Bowl Game 
Turf Course, winning for the first time in 
five starts since being claimed for $20,000 
last fall at Suffolk Downs. 

“She’s just a lovely filly to deal with. 
She’s just all heart,” said Hodsdon, a for¬ 
mer champion steeplechase jockey. “We 
were more worried about the distance than 
the company but I said to just try and get 
her running a little bit earlier. Obviously 
with Queen Caroline and the others it was 
a tough enough group, but she got there 
today.” 

The win paired two former assistants 
to trainer Jonathan Sheppard in owner 
Bridget McFadden and Hodsdon. The lat¬ 
ter won 129 jump races through 2016 and 
was the National Steeplechase Association

champion in 2006, just the second woman 
(after Blythe Miller) to capture the title. 

Sweet Sandy, bred by Lazy Lane Farms, 
started her career with trainer Tom Proctor 
(where Hodsdon galloped her) before get¬ 
ting claimed in April 2016. McFadden was 
also familiar with Sweet Sandy from some 
time with her as a layup and acquired her 
after a claim at Suffolk last September. 


I Still going strong at age 10, Two Notch 
Road earned his fifth stakes victory by 
wearing down favored Tiz Our Time 
through the stretch to get his head in 
front at the wire in the Meadow Stable for 
3-year-olds and up. 

Making his second start since running 
fifth in the White Oak Farm June 24 at 
Laurel in his seasonal debut, the son of

Partner’s Hero ran 5/4 furlongs in 1:05.17 over a yielding Bowl 
Game layout. The $44,100 winner’s share pushed his career earn¬ 
ings to $518,663 from 36 starts. 

“He’s a special horse. He is a very special horse,” winning 
trainer and co-owner Glenn Thompson said. “The reason he lasts 
so long is because we give him the winters off. They used to do 
that all the time with horses in the past. It’s not because they run 
on the turf, it’s because turf horses get a break.” 

Jockey Alex Cintron and Two Notch Road were content to 
settle in fifth saving ground while the 5-year-old mare Tiz Our 
Time, front-running winner of the White Oak Farm, broke fastest 
from the far outside post and ran the first quarter in :22.72 and the 
half in :46.35. Heading into the stretch she was 414 lengths on top. 

Cintron began to get into Two Notch Road as they rounded 
the far turn and swung to the far outside, steadily gaining down 
the center of the course as Tiz Our Time tried to maintain the 
lead. 

“Coming around the turn I felt like I was going to get there 
and turning for home I saw the other horse way in front of me,” 
Cintron said. “I just let my horse do his thing and he made up 
ground easily and at the first wire I knew we were going to get 
her.” 

■ Toby Roth’s Northern Eclipse, unable to hold on to the lead in 
her last stakes attempt, had no such trouble putting away similar 
rivals to earn her second straight win in the Camptown. It was the 


third win from six starts and first in a stakes since being claimed 
by Roth for $16,000 out of a maiden win last fall at Laurel. The 
winning time for 514 furlongs was 1:05.69 over a yielding Bowl 
Game layout. 

“When you have the best jockey and the best horse, you can 
always win a race,” Roth said. “When we got this horse we gave 
this horse the winter off and got her ready for these races. It’s how 
you take care of the horse that counts.” 

Bred by the Firestones, Northern Eclipse broke sharply from 
the far outside and jockey J.D. Acosta opted to keep the 5-year-old 
Northern Afleet mare in the clear and in front. They turned back 
a bid from Awake the Day along the inside and had enough left to 
hold off late-running Ring Knocker to win by a neck. 

Do What I Say, who rallied from far back to beat tiring pace¬ 
setter Northern Eclipse in the M. Tyson Gilpin June 24 at Laurel, 
was third. 

“[Trainer Hugh McMahon] gave me the instructions this 
morning and was like, £ Let somebody else go in front,’” Acosta 
said, “but I was really quick leaving the gate. As soon as they open 
the gate I was in front and I was like, £ How can I take this horse 
back?’ We went in :23 and felt like I was walking. It’s only five- 
and-a-half and I didn’t want to take a chance and fight her to let 
someone else go, so I just decided to stay wide a little bit and set 
the pace and slow it down as much as I can.” W

Classic Rebuild 

Purses decrease slightly, but stay rich 
for West Virginia’s biggest race day

T he purse for this year’s West Virginia 
Breeders Classic, the centerpiece of 
a nine-race stakes program Oct. 14 
at Hollywood Casino at Charles Town 
Races, will still be lucrative at $350,000, 
but the pot reflects a reduction from last 
year given continuing trends in the state’s 
gaming industry 

The West Virginia Cavada Breeders 
Classic for fillies and mares also took a 
hit, as this year’s purse is $125,000 versus 
$150,000 in 2016. 

The West Virginia Racing Commission 
in late July approved a request from West 
Virginia Breeders Classics organizers for a 
reimbursement from the state’s Racetrack 
Video Lottery Fund to pay the purses for 
the event, which was launched in 1987. 
Because of declines in VLT revenue at 
racetrack casinos in the state, there is less 
money in the promotional fund. 

The purse for the Classic, for 3-year- 
olds and up at lVs miles, is still $250,000 
higher than it was when Charles “Buck” 
Woodson and Donald Wilson’s popular 
Onion Juice won the first edition in 1987. 
The first year there were five state-bred 
stakes worth a total of $250,000; this year 
purses for nine races will total $1 million. 

The Classic purse had been $500,000 
since 2005. 

“The revenue from the VLT fund is 
down, and we had to take it from some¬ 
where,” Charles Town vice president of 
racing Erich Zimny said. “But there is 
less stress about having to hustle horses 
for these races, because this is what West 
Virginia owners and breeders point to all 
year.” 

The founders of the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics—NFL Hall of Famer 
Sam Huff and his partner, Carol Holden— 
remain at the helm of the program that 
began one year after the first state-bred 
championships, the Maryland Milli on. 


Charles Town is heading into late sum¬ 
mer and fall with momentum on the busi¬ 
ness side, and that could result in gains for 
its remaining big-event programs, the Sept. 
23 “Race for the Ribbon” card featuring 
the $300,000 Charles Town Oaks-G3, and 
then the Breeders Classics a month later. 

In 2015 Charles Town set a facility 
record for largest pari-mutuel handle per 
race at just shy of $112,000, and last year 
was up 4 percent from that figure. For the 
first seven months of the year versus the 
comparable period in 2016, average handle 
per race is up 19 percent, according to 
track statistics. 

“This July, we’re actually handling close 
to $20,000 per race more in 2017 than we 
did in 2016,” Zimny said. “A big part of it 
is we’ve put money into our signal produc¬ 
tion and distribution. It was about putting 
an emphasis on improving the product.” 

ROAD TO BREEDERS CLASSICS 

Probable starters in the Breeders 
Classics made an appearance at Moun¬ 
taineer Casino, Racetrack and Resort on 
Aug. 5, West Virginia Derby day, and two 
turned in impressive performances in a 
pair of allowance races for state-breds at 
6 furlongs. 

In the split for 3-year-olds and up, 
Lewis Craig Jr.’s Help a Brother, second 
in last year’s West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association Onion Juice Breeders 
Classic after winning the stakes in 2015, 
went coast to coast for his first victory of 
2017 in four starts. The 8-year-old home¬ 
bred gelding by Windsor Castle won by 3!4 
lengths over Feelin Great in 1:11.31. 

The division for fillies and mares 
scratched down to four, and Charles 
Town-based leading trainer Jeff Runco 
took first and second with David Raim’s T 
Rex Express and Spa Creek, the latter co¬ 
owned by Runco’s Coleswood Farm. 


T Rex Express, a 4-year-old Warrior’s 
Reward filly bred by Mr. and Mrs. John 
Link, dominated throughout and defeated 
her stablemate by 6% lengths. The winner 
finished second in last year’s West Virginia 
Division of Tourism Breeders Classic; that 
same night Spa Creek, a 7-year-old Smoke 
Glacken mare bred by Rutledge Farm, cap¬ 
tured the West Virginia Breeders Classic 
Distaff. 

Meanwhile, the $750,000 Derby went 
to A.J. Foyt Jr.’s Colonelsdarktemper, who 
took the lead no one else wanted and held 
off Loooch Racing Stable’s Game Over 
for a 1-length victory in the Grade 3 event. 

Just three weeks earlier, Foyt, a four-time 
Indianapolis 500 winner as a driver, had to 
settle for second with Colonelsdarktemper 
in the $500,000 Indiana Derby-G3 behind 
Irap. He earned a nice return on investment 
at Mountaineer for the colt he bought for 
$35,000 at the 2015 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
October sale. 

Foyt, who now operates A.J. Foyt Enter¬ 
prises, credited trainer William “Jinks” 
Fires and the trainer’s son-in-law, jockey 
Jon Court, for the Derby success. 

“I was happy to see him win, and it 
didn’t look like a contest at all,” Foyt said. 
“I’m just glad for the team. My horses are 
running better than my race cars.” 

NORTHERN PANHANDLE SIRE 
MACHEN GETTING RECOGNIZED 

Thoroughbred breeding in West 
Virginia always has been highly concen¬ 
trated on the Eastern Panhandle around 
Charles Town, and until about 10 years 
ago, all West Virginia-bred races -with the 
exception of 1995 when the temporary 
shutdown of Charles Town Races led the 
West Virginia Breeders Classics to relocate 
to Mountaineer—were as well. 

The expansion of breed development 
purse money to the Northern Panhandle, 
where Mountaineer is, has resulted in a fair 
share of state-bred races, many of which 
are filled with Charles Town shippers. But 
the establishment of breeding farms, in 
part because of reductions in the amount 
of video lottery terminal revenue that goes 
to purses and breed development, hasn’t 
materialized. 

Though several operations breed mares 
and drop foals locally, stallions are few. 
But J. Michael Baird, a leading trainer at 
Mountaineer who operates a farm three 
miles from the track, decided to go all in 
as a breeder. 

In 2012, he purchased Machen-a grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning son of top sire Distorted 
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Humor and the multiple graded stakes- 
winning mare Ready’s Gal, for $70,000 
from the Lane’s End consignment at the 
Keeneland November breeding stock sale. 
Machen raced five times, all as a 3-year- 
old, and in his final start won the Grade 3 
Derby Trial at Churchill Downs. 

“He has an unbelievable pedigree for a 
West Virginia stallion,” Baird said. “He is 
starting out with a bang. His oldest foals 
are 3, and he already has seven wins.” 

And that has come with a limited num¬ 
ber of starters. Of the nine to have raced, 
five have won at least once. Even with 
a small sample size thus far, Machen’s 
progeny earnings through July were nearly 
$90,000. 

“People are starting to notice him,” 
Baird said. “He’s bred a couple of mares 
from Ohio, which would make them dual- 
registered for the Ohio and West Virginia 
programs. But I really didn’t buy Machen 
to breed outside mares. I just figured, Why 
not try to collect all the money available 
from state-bred bonuses?’ It has gone 
really well so far.” 


Baird trains and races a lot of claimers, 
but he and his partners have invested in 
broodmares in part to support Machen. 
Baird also has five mares at a farm in Ohio, 
where the breeding program is making 
strong gains because of revenue from 
video lottery terminals at the state’s race¬ 
tracks. 

“We’re upgrading our broodmare band 
and trying to play every angle in the breed¬ 
ing business, but it can get away from you 
financially if you’re not very careful,” said 
Baird, who has 12 to 14 mares in West 
Virginia. “Another guy up here had 
inquired about standing Hunt Crossing 
[now at O’Sullivan Farms near Charles 
Town], and I had to tell him there is no 
stallion business [in the Northern Pan¬ 
handle].” 

That may be the case, but Machen has 
been productive enough that some Eastern 
Panhandle breeders have expressed inter¬ 
est in at least seeing him. The stallion spent 
his first three seasons at another local farm 
before Baird built a small stallion barn for 
him and took the operation in-house.

Swansea Mile secures Saratoga G1 
for Rosbrian, Hendriks in Smithwick

A t Goff’s 2015 Doncaster September 
sale in England, on a semi-regu¬ 
lar overseas shopping trip, George 
Mahoney and Ricky Hendriks tried to 
buy steeplechase horse Swansea Mile (Ire) 
only to miss out when the price jumped 
to £30,000. 


“We liked him, his form was very con¬ 
sistent and he’d gotten pretty high in the 
handicaps,” said Hendriks. “He just got 
too expensive.” 

At Goff’s the next August, owner and 
trainer got their horse—for considerably 
less —though they had to sweat it. 


“We bid on the horse, thought we 
bought the horse, we walked downstairs, 
we didn’t buy the horse,” Hendriks said. 
“They told us we didn’t meet the reserve, 
so we bought the horse at a picnic table 
outside afterward.” 

And, boy are they glad they sat down at 
that table. 

Seven days shy of exacdy a year after 
joining Mahoney’s Rosbrian Farm string 
with Hendriks, Swansea Mile upset the 
$150,000 A.P. Smithwick Memorial-Gl at 
Saratoga Race Course. Swansea Mile and 
jockey Michael Mitchell charged into con¬ 
tention off the final turn and held Modem 
(GB) safe by 2 lengths, with Diplomat 
nearly 15 lengths back in third, after 3:48.37 
for 2Vi6 miles. 

The July 27 race drew a competitive 
group of 11, lost one with a late scratch of 
Mr. Hot Stuff due to a shoeing problem, 
and turned into a good example of stick¬ 
ing to your beliefs. 

“It’s a great thrill,” said Mahoney. “We 
bought this horse thinking he was a good 
one, but you never know until they do it.

Swansea Mile came into the Smithwick 
winless in his previous 11 races —two 
English hurdle races, two English chase 
races, six American hurdle races and one 
American flat race. The losing streak 
included defeats both narrow and lopsided 
and frustrated his trainer. 

“He just misses, however you want to 
cut it,” Hendriks said. “I still can’t believe 
he didn’t win in Charleston [in April, when 
he lost by less than a length]. He did 
perfect, the race went perfect and he still 
didn’t win. We took a shot with him at 
Middleburg, it poured rain and I think he’s 
actually better in a litde bit firmer ground. 
Portrade (Ire) beat him there [and finished 
fourth in the Smithwick].” 

Swansea Mile thrived on the flat, fast 
ground of Saratoga just like Hendriks’ 
girlfriend Eve Ledyard said. She’s Swansea 
Mile’s regular exercise rider and even took 
him for a couple of rides on the flat and 
kept saying hills didn’t agree with the 
7-year-old. 

“I rode him twice this spring and I 
galloped him all last year and he just felt 
like it wasn’t his thing,” she said after the 
Smithwick. The turf was labeled good, 
thanks to a steady morning rain but wasn’t 
soft and Saratoga is of course far more 
level than the courses Swansea Mile tried 
since making his U.S. debut at Belmont. 

“Eve was right, I guess he doesn’t like 
hills,” said Hendriks, whose horse ran his 
worst races at Far Hills, Montpelier and 
Middleburg which all feature plenty of 
elevation change. 

Mitchell put Swansea Mile in the mid¬ 
dle, inside, covered up, as Portrade showed 
the way over Balance the Budget and 
Andi’amu (Fr). The race came to life with 
a circuit to go when All the Way Jose lost 
jockey Keri Brion with a mistake at the 
sixth fence while rallying into position. 
Balance the Budget opened a quick lead 
leaving the sixth and led by 6 lengths on 
the final run up the back. Portrade couldn’t 
match that move and began to retreat as 
Diplomat and Swansea Mile advanced. 
Behind them, Modem drafted into a spot. 
Diplomat struck on the turn, taking the 
lead just before the stretch but couldn’t 
press on as Swansea Mile and Modem 
swept past. 

Swansea Mile led with a furlong to go 
and kept 5-2 favorite Modem at bay to the 
line, becoming a Grade 1 winner, earning 


$90,000 and pushing his career earnings 
to $153,253. The 7-year-old son of Dylan 
Thomas (Ire) paid $59. 

Mitchell, who won with his first 
Saratoga ride a day earlier, loved his horse’s 
effort. 

“I was a little apprehensive with this 
rain-affected ground, I wasn’t quite sure 
how he would handle it,” the jockey said. 
“I tried to give him a bit of cover, there 
was plenty of pace on, just trying to save 
it for the stretch and that little bit of turn 
of foot which he’s shown towards the end. 
I thought I was going to get stuck in a bit 
of traffic but I just kept patient and he 
finished it off nicely.” 

BACK TO RIDING, WINNING 

Michael Mitchell said two weeks. The 
doctors said two months. 

The British-born, Australian-traveled, 
American-based jump jockey broke his jaw 
in April and told trainer Arch Kingsley he 
would be back in two weeks to ride Show 
Court (Ire) at the Iroquois Steeplechase 
in May. 

“I wanted to ride this horse, I thought he 
was something special,” Mitchell said. 

The doctors were right. 

Show Court finished fifth at the 
Iroquois and Mitchell drank his meals 
for seven weeks. By July 8, Mitchell was 
10 pounds lighter and reunited with the 


8-year-old he rode to win the Carolina 
Cup April 1. 

Two titanium plates in your face have 
never felt so good. 

Mitchell and Show Court prepped in 
a restricted flat race for jumpers at Parx 
and came back 18 days later to upset the 
steeplechase opener at Saratoga, captur¬ 
ing the $75,000 Jonathan Kiser Memorial 
novice stakes by 114 lengths over Moscato 
(GB) July 26. 

“It’s good to be on a horse like that, to 
have something to come back for, I was 
always thinking about this horse when I 
was in the hospital and the whole time 
I was hurt,” Mitchell said. “I like having 
something to work towards, it gave me 
some motivation. I actually get more moti¬ 
vated when I’m hurt than when I’m riding, 
it gives you that, ‘I want to prove them 
wrong’ People tell you take your time and 
you’re like, 'Don’t tell me what to do.’ ” 

Mitchell didn’t need to tell Show Court 
what to do in the Kiser, settling easily in 
a perfect stalking spot as the field went 
two-by-two for most of the 21/i6-mile jour¬ 
ney. Favorite Surprising Soul and second 
choice Moscato ran free on the front 
end while New Member (Ire) and Show 
Court drafted as a team. Leaving the back¬ 
side the final time, Darren Nagle moved 
New Member through on the inside of 
Surprising Soul while Mitchell opted to

go outside. Show Court made it, New 
Member did not, ducking inside a flag 
before finishing third only to be disquali¬ 
fied for the flag fail. 

“You just can’t make up a lot of ground 
on these tight tracks, he put one or two 
short ones but on the whole he jumped 
brilliantly and relaxed the whole way,” 
Mitchell said. “I just thought I’d play it 
safe and go around when the inside horse 
got into trouble, I thought I would make 
that move and be positive.” 

Owned by Mark Buyck Jr., Show Court 
earned his second win of the year and 
pushed his 2017 earnings to $107,500. 
A South Carolina-based attorney, Buyck 
(pronounced bike) and his wife, Julia, 
enjoyed their first trip to Saratoga. 

“I’m really excited, this is the racing capi¬ 
tal,” Buyck said. “I told Julia, when they 
started it was like waiting on the jury when 
they knock on the door to tell the court 
they have a verdict, you sit there and your 
stomach has butterflies in it. I said, C I feel 
like I’m waiting on the jury to come out.’” 

An 8-year-old son of Irish-bred Vinnie 
Roe, Show Court won two flat races and 
a hurdle for Irish trainer Dermot Weld 
before being purchased by the Camden, 
S.C.-based Kingsley in 2016. 


YOUNG AT HEART 

After winning a $65,000 allowance hur¬ 
dle at Saratoga Aug. 2, Sean McDermott 
went through the race, talked about his 
strategy, credited the determination of 
his mount Invocation (Fr) and detailed a 
stretch battle he won by a neck. 

And then got serious. 

“It’s very special to win,” he said, then 
took a long, deep, this-is-hard breath. “It’s 
as big as any of the winners I’ve had this 
year. It mightn’t be a Grade 1 but it’s a 
Grade 1 to us. I think about him, just 
before the race for sure. You want to make 
sure you get the job done, you know? It’s 
emotional enough. Hopefully he’ll be all 
right.” 

He is five-time champion jump jockey 
Paddy Young, who would have been 
Invocation’s jockey other than a critical 
head injury suffered in May. Young frac¬ 
tured his skull, suffered a traumatic brain 
injury and is fighting for a full recovery. He 
was in a rehabilitation hospital in Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 


The jockey and his wife Leslie (Invoca¬ 
tion’s trainer) were on the minds of 
McDermott and plenty of others as 
Invocation ran down early leaders Alcazar 
de Maram and Kremlin, and then won a 
scrap with Zio Elio in the stretch. The 2-1 
favorite, owned by Alex and Stephanie 
Leventhal’s Straylight Racing, won for the 
third time in five American hurdle starts 
while giving the Youngs (she’s officially the 
trainer, but they’re a team) a boost from 
afar. 

“Everybody’s sticking to Paddy’s plan at 
home,” said McDermott. “It’s a credit to 
his team to have the horses looking as well 
as he would. It’s good to do Paddy justice 
because he’s such a good rider.” 

Invocation raced over jumps in 
England with Alan King, making five starts 
(and placing second three times) last year. 
He finished the year with two American 
starts against 3-year-olds, a third in the 
Gladstone Hurdle at Far Hills in October 
and won at Camden in November. This 
year, the son of Intense Focus finished 


second in a handicap hurdle in April and 
then dominated another handicap hurdle a 
few hours after Young was injured. 

MD-BRED SWOOP 
SOARS FOR VOSS TEAM 

Bernie Dalton headed from his home in 
South Carolina to the Virginia Gold Cup 
to ride a jump race a few years ago, and 
called a trainer. The call went to voice mail. 

“Look, I’m coming up. I’ve only got one 
ride all day and I’d be happy to school one 
around for you in the maiden. I see you’ve 
got three in there and two of them aren’t 
jocked up.” 

The trainer, Tom Voss, never called 
back, never even acknowledged the call 
and didn’t give Dalton the ride. On Aug. 3 
in Saratoga, the day before Voss’ induction 
into the National Museum of Racing’s Hall 
of Fame, Dalton guided home the Voss 
family’s Swoop in the $75,000 Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps hurdle stakes for fillies and mares. 

The irony wasn’t lost on Dalton. 
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Maryland-bred Swoop (left) stalks the leaders early in her victory in the Mrs. Ogden Phipps Stakes for fillies and mares. 


“Oh man, he was a great guy,” said 
the jockey of Voss, who died in 2014. “I 
always had great fun with him, he was a 
real good guy and his record speaks for 
itself. When he told you one was going to 
run well, it did. He knew his horses.” 

Trained by Voss’ daughter Elizabeth for 
her mother Mimi, Swoop came into the 
Phipps as a maiden. The Maryland-bred 
daughter of Louis Quatorze made two 
hurdle starts this spring-a fourth against 
maidens May 20 and a second in stakes 
company at Fair Hill a week later. Dalton 
was aboard for the latter, because he could 
tack 137, and was impressed. 

“They went steady on soft ground, she 
only had to run down over the last three,” 
he said of the Fair Hill race. “She jumped 
big and careful over a few of them. She 
was going to the last and it was like I can 
really send her or I can let her chip and 
pop, so I just let her pop, she landed a bit 
flat and the other horse came and got her. I 
figured on this ground, the way she quick¬ 
ened I just had to keep her out of trouble 
and put her in gear.” 

Swoop raced near the back early, 
advanced into a striking spot alongside sta- 
blemate Sarah Joyce (Ire) after the last fence 


and then won a battle with Wigwam Baby 
by three-quarters of a length. Sarah Joyce 
stayed for third. Swoop earned $45,000 
to push her career mark to $130,219. She 
also extended her family’s Saratoga streak 
to two as her dam Admonish won here on 
the flat for Tom Voss in 1998. 

Also a homebred, by Caveat out of the 
Ack Ack mare Miss Castle Hill, Admonish 
won three races for Mimi and Tom Voss. 
Swoop won three times on the flat-a 
Delaware Park maiden claimer, a Laurel 
Park claimer and a turf race at Great 
Meadow in 2015 —and finished seventh in 
the 2015 Maryland Million Ladies. 

Dalton, an exercise rider for Kiaran 
McLaughlin on the NYRA circuit and in 
Dubai for years, won his second race of 
2017 and first since April. The 49-year-old 
Irishman missed a win by a neck after get¬ 
ting in front twice in the stretch aboard Zio 
Elio the day before Swoop’s win. 

“I nearly forgot how to do it, it’s been 
so long,” said Dalton, who runs a training 
barn in Camden, S.C., with his wife Kate. 
“Every one that I get now could be my last 
so I really enjoy it. I’ve been coming up 
here since 2001 for Kiaran, for ourselves. 
I love coming up here, it’s like my second 


home. I know half of the crowd on any 
given day. This is as good as it gets for me. 
This is my Cheltenham.” 

LOOKING AHEAD 

By early August, thoughts were already 
turning to the autumn season—which 
starts with two races (a novice and a 
Grade 1 stakes) at Belmont Park Sept. 21 
and leaps right into full speed with Shawan 
Downs Sept. 23, Foxfield Sept. 24 and 
a meet at the new Tryon International 
course Sept. 30. Tryon hosted a successful 
spring meet and adds punch to a short but 
crowded fall calendar. 

Genesee Valley and Virginia Fall share 
an Oct. 14 race date, followed by the 
rich Far Hills Races Oct. 21 in New 
Jersey. International Gold Cup (Virginia) 
and Aiken (South Carolina) run Oct. 28 
while Callaway Gardens (Georgia) and 
Montpelier (Virginia) race Nov. 4. The 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup closes the timber 
schedule Nov. 5 and the whole season ends 
at Charleston (South Carolina) Nov. 12. 

In an announcement this spring, the 
Colonial Cup canceled its fall meet which 
had been run since 1970. ■

Winning Buffum filly 
delivers a number of firsts 



B uff’s in Love, a 2-year-old 
filly from the first crop 
of graded stakes-winning 
sprinter Buffum, won her 
debut at Delaware Park Aug. 9. 
Not only is she Buffum’s first 
starter, she was also his first 
foal born. 

Bred by Richard Golden’s 
Sycamore Hall Thoroughbreds, 
Buff’s in Love was born Jan. 
31, 2015, at Golden’s farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. She is the 
second foal produced by the 
Not For Love mare Who’s in 
Love, a half-sister to stakes 
winner Who’s in Town and 
stakes-placed winner Campaign 
Vows from the family of Mary- 
land-bred champion Giant Run 
and graded stakes winners 
Who Did It and Run (Buff’s in 
Love’s third dam) and Hang¬ 
over Kid. 

Buff’s in Love worked 
steadily toward her debut, and 


went off at 34-1, the longest 
price of seven starters going 
5/4 furlongs, while in for 
$40,000 tag. Owned and trained 
by John Worsley, she broke 
quickly, opened up a daylight 
lead and cruised home AVi 
lengths in front. 

Buffum, who entered stud 
at Northview Stallion Station 
in 2014 and stands for $2,500 
live foal, is the sire of seven 
foals in his first crop of 2-year- 
olds. The stallion drew atten¬ 
tion a year ago at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Fall sale when 
his only two yearlings offered 
brought bids of $85,000 and 
$100,000, although the latter 
was an RNA. 

A $1.2 million Saratoga 
sales yearling, Buffum is a son 
of champion Bernardini out of 
the stakes-winning Storm Cat 
mare Storm Beauty from the 
deep family of Hall of Famer 


Sky Beauty, champions Gold 
Beauty and Dayjur, and such 
runners as Grade 1 winners 
Maplejinsky, Tale of Ekati (sire 
of recent Grade 1 Haskell win¬ 
ner Girvin) and Pleasant 
Home. 

In 11 starts, Buffum won 
four times, topped by a front¬ 
running score in Belmont 
Park’s 7-furlong Bold Ruler 
Handicap-G3 in 1:21.68. He is 
a half-brother to multiple 


stakes winner Stormy West, 
graded stakes-placed Renais¬ 
sance Lady (dam of course 
record-setting stakes horse 
Elusive Schemes) and stakes- 
placed Value Stream. His 
unraced half-sister Cloud 
Jumper (by Street Cry-Ire), is 
the dam of a colt by Malibu 
Moon who sold at the 2017 
Saratoga Select Yearling sale in 
August for $700,000. 


FIRST WINNERS 


I Stormy’s Majesty got his first winner 
July 6 at Charles Town. The graded 
stakes-winning son of Stormy Atlantic 
owned by veterinarian Maurice Casey III 
stands at Mares Nest Farm in Shenandoah 
Junction, WVa. 

Paying Dividens, a 3-year-old filly from 
Stormy’s Majesty’s first crop, drew off to 
win by 3 lengths in a 4y2-furlong maiden 
claimer for accredited West Virginia-bred 
fillies and mares. The odds-on favorite in 
the field of 10, she won for Hasty Rebel 
Stables and trainer Jack Harper, and was 
claimed out of the race by trainer Scott 
Lane for Twenty One Flat. 

Bred by Casey, Paying Dividens is the 
first starter, and winner, from three foals 
of racing age for her dam I’d Lie (by 
Songandaprayer). She is the first starter 
from nine foals for her sire, who retired 
to Mares Nest after making 15 starts 
from 2 to 5. Stormy’s Majesty earned 


$336,649, and ran exclusively in stakes 
company after going undefeated in his 
first three career starts. Undefeated at 
2 at Aqueduct, he won the Discovery 
Handicap-G3 at 3 at 1% miles while 
defeating Not Abroad, and also scored in 
the Albany, Noble Nashua and Mr. G. J. 
G. Stakes. Out of stakes-placed Raffie’s 
Dream (by Raffie’s Majesty), he is from 
the family of Grade 1 winner Mitterand 
and graded stakes winner and cham¬ 
pion sire French Deputy. The 10-year-old 
chestnut stallion stood the 2017 season 
for $2,500 live foal. 

I Butterfly Rose, a 3-year-old daughter 
of Just a Touch from the Pennsylvania 
stallion’s first crop, broke her maiden at 
Penn National July 19 for breeder/owner 
Nasib Rahim. Sent out by trainer Paulina 
Sinnefia, Butterfly Rose rallied to a 
1-length score in the 5A-furlong maiden 
claiming test for Pennsylvania-breds. She 


is out of the winning Decarchy mare 
Lunch Money. 

Just a Touch, the product of the mat¬ 
ing of sprint champions Aldebaran and 
Safely Kept, stands at Maui Meadow 
Farm in West Chester. Owned by Trinity 
Racing Corporation, the bay entered stud 
after winning three sprints and earning 
$127,960 in his career. 

Just a Touch is one of eight winners 
from as many starters for his illustrious 
dam, a Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl win¬ 
ner, multimillionaire and Hall of Famer. 
Safely Kept is also the dam of stakes 
winners Peach Chant and Contrast. 
Second dam Safely Home also produced 
track record-setting graded stakes-win¬ 
ning sprinter and successful regional sire 
Partner’s Hero. 

The sire of seven registered foals 
of racing age, 12-year-old Just a Touch 
stands for $1,000 live foal.

THA, state leaders 
honor Foreman for 
contributions to industry

A lan Foreman was just a casual racing 
fan in his early years, but his work as 
an attorney in the late 1970s led to 
a lengthy career in the horse industry and 
eventually national recognition as a leader 
in horsemen’s advocacy, equine medication 
issues, overall regulation of the business, and 
promotion of racing. 

About a year after he began working as an 
Assistant Attorney General in the Maryland 
Attorney General’s office, Foreman was des¬ 
ignated to represent the Pimlico Race Course 
stewards in the infamous legal fight over 
the non-disqualification of the victorious 
Codex after the rider of second-place finish¬ 
er Genuine Risk claimed foul after the 1980 
Preakness Stakes. Just before that, one of his 
first cases was the Laurel Raceway bankrupt¬ 
cy that led to the purchase of the track by the 
late Frank De Francis and a renaissance for 
Maryland harness racing. 

When he left the Attorney General’s 
Office and returned to private practice, Fore¬ 
man became immersed in the business as an 
attorney and member of various industry 
organizations and boards. He is recognized 
as the driving force for the formation of the 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association in 
1994 and positioned the organization to have 
a strong voice on the state and national levels. 

Over more than two decades, Foreman, 
who serves as chairman of the THA, during 
periodic board meetings held each year has 
recognized individuals who have contributed 
a great deal of time and energy to the THA, 
its affiliate organizations and the entire indus¬ 
try. But the evening of Aug. 1 in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., he got a surprise during the 
THA’s annual dinner in Saratoga. 

The board honored him for his decades 
of service not only to the THA but the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry at large. His wife Randi, 
who has supported him through decades of 
an almost constant on-the-go schedule, was 
on hand to participate in the presentations. 

“It just blew me away,” Foreman said the 
following morning. “I didn’t sleep five min¬ 
utes last night. My head was spinning.” 

Foreman was presented with framed proc¬ 
lamations, one from New York Gov. Andrew 


Cuomo, one from Maryland Gov. Larry 
Hogan, and another from Kentucky Gov. 
Matt Bevin designating him a “Kentucky 
Colonel,” an award from Kentucky gover¬ 
nors recognizing an individual’s noteworthy 
accomplishments and outstanding service to 
the community, state and nation. 

Along with his leadership of the THA, 
Foreman is the longest-serving director of the 
National Thoroughbred Racing Association 
and chairs its Finance Committee, and is 
vice chairman of the Racing Medication 
and Testing Consortium. He also performs 
legal work for the United States Equestrian 
Federation, with which he has been associat¬ 
ed for many years, is counsel to the National 
Steeplechase Association, and counsels many 
other organizations. 

Working in the trenches on controversial 
issues in racing carries with it backlash, and 
Foreman has often been a target. If at times 
he takes it personally he does so quietly, 
because he’s the first to admit that he’s some¬ 
times viewed as a lightning rod. 

From a personal perspective, I first met 
Alan in the mid-1990s as a news editor of 
Thoroughbred Times while covering the highly 
regarded MATCH Series, a cooperative effort 
among Mid-Atlantic racetracks and horse¬ 
men’s organizations—THA and HBPA—that 
he created. In the years that followed, cover¬ 
age of major issues in the industry often led 
to a phone call to him, either for background 
or on-the-record comments, because Alan 
usually was involved. 

He may not have always called me back as 
quickly as I would have liked, but he always 
returned a call. We built a level of trust—I 
think I burned him one time by accidently 
misrepresenting something he said in print, 
and quickly heard about it—that two decades 
later led to my position as managing editor of 
the THA website. 

Despite what Alan years ago called a 
“toxic environment” over race-day Lasix 
that probably set adoption of the National 
Uniform Medication Program back a couple 
of years, he never wavered from the coop¬ 
erative effort he began in the Mid-Adantic 


region to bring about uniformity for the 
benefit of owners and trainers. To this day 
the work continues despite efforts by some 
in the industry to carpet-bomb it. 

Alan’s work in this area, as well as equine 
health and welfare (he was a member of the 
Task Force on Racehorse Health and Safety 
that studied the 21 fatalities at Aqueduct 
Racetrack in 2010-11 and co-authored its 
highly praised report), was the basis for the 
following proclamation from Gov. Cuomo. 
It just about says it all: 

“It is a pleasure to congratulate you on 
being honored by the New York Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen’s Association,” Gov. Cuomo 
wrote. “You can be justifiably proud of this 
tribute recognizing your many achievements 
as a staunch advocate for the health and 
welfare of both racehorses and riders in the 
horseracing industry. 

“Today, as you meet in historic Saratoga 
Springs for the National Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association annual meeting, you 
are applauded as one of the leading and most 
influential racing law attorneys in the United 
States. You have been of great service to the 
State of New York on both the New York 
Task Force on Racehorse Health and Safety 
and as my appointee to the Task Force on 
Jockey Health and Safety. 

“We credit you, in large measure, for 
the National Uniform Medication Program 
which provides critical guidelines for the use 
of therapeutic medication in racehorses. You 
have been counsel to many horsemen’s and 
racing industry organizations for nearly two 
decades. 

“Your expertise is well-known and 
respected and, on behalf of all New Yorkers, 
I commend you as you are honored by 
the New York Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association.” 

True to form, later in the evening of 
Aug. 1, Alan went around the room crediting 
those from the THA, some of whom he has 
worked with since 1994. But he also indicated 
there is plenty of work remaining to be done 
and promised to do so on their behalf as long 
as they want him to. ^

Maryland owner/breeder revs up banner 2017 
with quick start to Saratoga season

Two-year-old Southampton Way broke her maiden on opening day 
at Saratoga and placed in the Adirondack Stakes next out. 
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Halfway through the sum¬ 
mer race meeting at Sarato¬ 
ga Race Course, Maryland's 
Sagamore Farm was a topic 
of conversation with a quick 
start and a spot among the top 
five owners in terms of races 
won. 

Sagamore won with three 
of its first nine starters at 
the upstate New York meet, 
which annually hosts some of 
the country's best racing of the 
year. 

"We want to compete up 
there, just like everybody 
does," said Hunter Rankin, 
Sagamore's president. "But 
every trainer in the paddock 
at Saratoga likes their horse. 
There are a lot of really, real¬ 
ly good trainers there and we 
feel very fortunate to go up 
there and compete." 

Two-year-old Southamp¬ 
ton Way placed second in the 
Adirondack Stakes-G2 Aug. 
12. The Maryland-bred filly, 
a daughter of Into Mischief 
and the Not For Love mare 
Roadtohanna and the 2016 
Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation yearling show grand 
champion, started the Saga¬ 
more success with a maiden 
win on Saratoga's Opening 
Day. The farm, owned by 
Under Armour CEO Kevin 
Plank, also picked up victories 
with Happy Farm in a $55,000 


starter allowance Aug. 14 and 
homebred mare Ginger N Rye 
in an optional claimer July 23. 
All three winners were trained 
by Horacio DePaz, who trains 
the bulk of the stable off the 
historic facility in Glyndon 
and stalls at Laurel Park. 

Sagamore took 10 stalls, 
sandwiched between Hall of 
Famer Shug McGaughey and 
New York veteran Christophe 
Clement, at Saratoga this sum¬ 
mer and rotated horses back 
and forth from the home front. 
The Marylanders have more 
than held their own. 

The Saratoga success was 
part of an all-around surge

reached 21 wins (exclusive of

$1 million mark in seasonal 
earnings through Aug. 15. The 
21 wins are Sagamore's most 
since winning 22 in 2013. The 
last time Sagamore horses 
hit seven figures was in 2010, 
when Shared Account won the 
Breeders' Cup Filly and Mare 
Turf-Gl. Counting a handful 
of active partnerships. Saga¬ 
more has won three additional 
races and $287,193 in purses. 

At least some of the success 
can be attributed to the men 
in charge including DePaz, 
who worked for Todd Pletch- 
er; Rankin, whose family 
owns Upson Downs Farm in 
Kentucky; and retired trainer 
Stanley Hough, an advisor to 
Rankin and DePaz. 


Hough won 2,166 races 
and 42 graded stakes in a ca¬ 
reer that spanned more than 
40 years from 1969 to 2012. 
Known for his success with 
young horses. Hough has 
helped translate that to Saga¬ 
more's operation. He used to 
work with horses owned by 
Upson Downs and joined the 
team shortly after Rankin be¬ 
came president in 2016. 

"I miss parts of training, 
young horses and that. But all 
in all, not really," said Hough. 
"I got with Sagamore a couple 
years ago and I'm very happy 
with that. I buy the horses for 
them. That scratches the itch." 

Sagamore's 2-year-olds of 
2017 got off to a quick start 


with wins by Barry Lee, He 
Hate Me, Southampton Way 
and Proportionality. With 
Hough's guidance. Sagamore 
purchased Barry Lee at the 
OBS March 2-year-olds in 
training sale for $380,000. 

"Good, fast horse. Good, 
sound horse," Hough said of 
the Violence colt. "That's all 
the right things for a 2-year- 
old in training, he worked 
well, he passed the vet, and a 
nice-looking horse." 

Four months after he was 
purchased, the colt named 
after University of Wisconsin 
athletic director Barry Alva¬ 
rez made a successful debut 
in a 5-furlong maiden special 
weight July 14 at Laurel Park, 
winning by 6 V 2 lengths. 

"We liked him, he was 
training great," Rankin said. 
"He's always had a lot of tal¬ 
ent. For Laurel, we think he 
beat a pretty good field of 
horses down there. He's very 
classy, does everything the 
right way. We're excited about 
him." 

Sent off as the favorite for 
the Saratoga Special-G2 at 
Saratoga Aug. 13, Barry Lee 
battled for the early lead be¬ 
fore fading to eighth behind 
winner Copper Bullet. 

The result was disappoint¬ 
ing, but also part of racing at 
Saratoga. 

"We were very disappoint¬ 
ed," Rankin said. "We thought 
he was going to run a huge 
race, but he just got cooked 


on the lead. He wasn't ready 
to go :44 and change, not yet 
anyway. We've got a really 
nice horse though and we're 
excited about the future." 

Another auction purchase, 
this one from Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky's July sale. He Hate 
Me won his first two starts for 
Sagamore-taking a Pimlico 
maiden May 26 and Belmont 
Park's Tremont Stakes June 9. 
Maryland-bred Proportional¬ 
ity, a filly by Discreet Cat out 
of the Touch Gold mare All 
Mettle, won a maiden special 
at Laurel July 9 before placing 
seventh in the Adirondack. 

He's officially a consultant, 
but Hough fills a variety of 
roles for Sagamore and his ex¬ 
perience mixes well with the 
youth of DePaz. 

"Horacio is a young guy 
so I kind of helped him with 
where to go, what to do, get 
stalls here and there, because 
he really didn't have that ex¬ 
perience," Hough said. 

Rankin likes what he sees 
from the whole operation, and 
knows it all reflects well on the 
Sagamore brand. 

"Kevin [Plank] was excited 
to run Barry Lee and South¬ 
ampton Way in Saratoga," 
he said. "When you can have 
horses looking like they be¬ 
long in graded races at Sara¬ 
toga, it's a good thing. That's 
where we want to be, and 
where the Sagamore name de¬ 
serves to be." 


MHIB opens 2018 grant process 


The Maryland Horse Industry 
Board, a program within the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture, is accepting 
grant applications for research, 
educational and promotional projects 
that support horses or the equestrian 
community, or develop new oppor¬ 
tunities for the state horse industry. The 
application deadline is Oct. 2. 

Among the organizations eligible for 
grants are non-profit organizations, clubs 
and associations, businesses, licensed 
farms and stables, government entities, 
schools and educational institutions. 


Projects will be evaluated for their value 
to the industry, degree of industry 
promotion, size and scope of activity, 
financial need, potential for matching 
funds, benefits and quality of the written 
presentation. 

Projects will be evaluated for their 
value to the industry, degree of industry 
promotion, size and scope of activity, 
financial need, potential for matching 
funds, benefits and quality of the written 
presentation. Grant requests should not 
exceed $3,000. The average grant amount 
is approximately $1,000. In 2017, 28 


projects received $30,000 in grant 
allocations. 

Funding is provided by the Maryland 
Feed Fund, which collects $6 on every ton 
of horse feed sold in Maryland. Since the 
fund was established in 2002, MHIB has 
awarded over $400,000 in grant monies to 
over 300 projects throughout Maryland.

The 5-year-old Street 
Magician mare My Magician, 
making her first start off a 
claim, flew down the Dela¬ 
ware Park stretch and got up 
at the wire in the Dashing 
Beauty Stakes July 8, winning 
by a nose over stablemate 
Sweet On Smokey, the previ¬ 
ous year's winner. 

The duo are trained by 
Claudio Gonzalez, who 
dropped the slip for My Magi¬ 
cian at Pimlico May 19, halter¬ 
ing her for $25,000. Previously 
trained by Mike Trombetta 
for Larry Johnson and R.D.M. 
Racing Stable, My Magician 
had won the 2014 Maryland 
Million Lassie Stakes and was 
third in the 2015 Maryland 
Million Distaff Handicap for 
her former connections. The 
6-furlong Dashing Beauty was 
her first stakes attempt since 
finishing seventh, beaten three 
lengths, in the 2016 Maryland 
Million Distaff. 

Slow away from the gate 
under Jomar Torres, My Ma¬ 
gician was last behind sharp 


early fractions. Still last as 
the field turned for home, the 
bay mare hit another gear and 
flew down the middle of the 
track to nail the victory over 
seven others, paying $29.80. 
Final time was 1:10.21. 

Bred by Tom and Chris 
Bowman, Brooke Bowman 
and Larry Johnson, My Ma¬ 
gician is one of five winners 
from as many starters for 
the unraced Partner's Hero 
mare My Rib, and the rich¬ 
est, with earnings of $236,392 
from 24 starts. Found under 
her second dam. Satin Lilly, 
is three-time stakes winner 
Undercover, and stakes win¬ 
ner and graded stakes-placed 
Vielsalm. Still owned by the 
Bowmans, My Rib has a cur¬ 
rent 2-year-old filly by Despite 
the Odds named Powdercoat 
who has yet to start, a yearling 
filly by Tritap, and produced 
a colt by Seville (Ger) on May 
6. The mare was bred back to 
Heritage Stallions' Imagining, 
where Street Magician also 
stands. *+ 


Struth speeds to 
Hockessin Stakes victory 



In his third start since 
being claimed at Pimlico for 
$20,000, 5-year-old Struth du¬ 
eled on the front end the entire 
6 furlongs of Delaware Park's 
$50,000 Hockessin Stakes on 
Del Cap Day, July 15, before 
pulling out a 1 ^-length vic¬ 
tory. Trained by Kieron Ma¬ 
gee for owner Mark Sitlinger, 
Struth recorded his first stakes 
win, as well as the first for 
Sitlinger. 

Making his 17th career 
start, Struth had not finished 
better than fifth in two previ¬ 
ous stakes attempts, but had 
five wins in 11 starts at the 
distance. Following the claim 
May 14, a race he won, the 
chestnut gelding captured a 
Pimlico allowance by more 
than 7 lengths, and closed to 
finish second in allowance 
company as the 9-10 favorite 
at Laurel. The fourth-choice at 
4-1 in the field of five for the 
Hockessin, he broke sharp, 
battled Always Sunshine 
through splits of :23.23 and 
:45.61, and edged clear to fin¬ 
ish in 1:09.65. 

A son of Curlin out of Star 
Number, by Polish Numbers, 
Struth was bred by Robert 
Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh LLC 
and campaigned for the breed¬ 
er until the claim. He won five 
times for Meyerhoff, the first 
coming in a maiden special 
weight at 2 at Parx in his sec¬ 
ond start. Following that ef¬ 
fort, he was off for 18 months. 
He was ready for his return, 
scoring in allowance compa¬ 
ny at Pimlico in his first start 


bak in May 2016. He also won 
in allowance company later 
that fall after a series of sec¬ 
ond-place finishes. His stakes 
score was his seventh career 
win and boosted his earnings 
to $261,255. 

Struth is the grandson of 
Meyerhoff's two-time Mary¬ 
land-bred champion Star 
Minister, a graded stakes win¬ 
ner of $458,650 who won or 
placed in 18 of 21 starts, and 
won seven stakes, topped by 
the Grade 2 Cotillion Handi¬ 
cap. 

Star Number, a half-sister 
to stakes winner Concerned 
Minister, was unraced, but 
produced as her first foal 
stakes winner Hartigan, a 
daughter of Include who cap¬ 
tured the Gin Talking Stakes 
at 2 and Pearl Necklace and 
Twixt Stakes at 3. Meyerhoff 
bred named seven foals out 
of Star Number, the last one 
Struth, before selling the mare 
at the 2014 Keeneland January 
All Ages sale. 

Veterinarians Lenny Pin- 
eau and his wife Pat Bradley 
purchased Star Number for 
$18,000. Barren that year to In¬ 
clude, the mare has since pro¬ 
duced a Graydar filly named 
Number the Stars, who was 
an RNA for $75,000 at the 2016 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July 
yearling sale and is currently 
on the workout tab at Laurel. 
The mare missed to Munnings 
for 2016, but produced a colt 
by the same stallion this past 
March before being bred back 
to Palace. **

Chublicious won the $60,000 John J. Reilly 
Handicap for the second consecutive year 
on the Haskell card July 30. The 126-pound 
highweight fought valiantly all through the lane 
with Fast Friar and won by a head in 1:08.37. 

Chublicious, who was coupled as an entry 
with Visionary Ruler and sent off as the 4-5 
favorite in the field of seven, stalked outside 
as Credo and Saucy Don battled through fast 
fractions of :22.80 and :44.91. Racing four-wide 
into the lane, Antonio Gallardo soon had to 
contend with Fast Friar and Joe Bravo, who 
challenged them all the way to the wire in what 
looked like a match race between the two, as 
Visionary Ruler could do no better than 7 l A 
lengths back to wind up third. 

“That was really impressive, especially 
carrying [topweight of] 126 pounds. I knew 
the five horse [Fast Friar] was the one I had to 
worry about, if anyone,” said Gallardo. “This 


horse has been training so good, and his last 
work showed me he was on top of his game. I 
sat and waited for the five horse to move and 
when he did, I did. My horse dug in so gamely. 
It was a really nice run.” 

Trainer Jorge Navarro said, “When I got this 
horse [prior to the Monmouth meet], he had 
only had three workouts.

Supreme Court will hear Jersey sports betting case

T he Supreme Court of the United States has agreed to hear 
the long-running case that pits the State of New Jersey 
against the four main professional sports leagues and the 
NCAA over the legality of sports betting, a development that 
could mean a much brighter future for the racing and breeding 
industries in the state. 

The decision to hear the case was a welcome surprise as not 
only does the court hear only a small minority of the appeals 
it is asked to consider, it also went against the wishes of Acting 
U.S. Solicitor General Jeffrey Wall, who advised the court that 
there was no need for the justices to hear the case. 

There is no guarantee the court will side with the State 
of New Jersey, but if it does it will lead to the legalization of 
sports betting at the states racetracks and casinos. The case 
raises many questions about the future of sports betting, not 
just in New Jersey, but throughout the United States, and 
whether or not it will be limited to bricks-and-mortar facilities 
like casinos and racetracks. But until the decision is reached 
and the meaning of the verdict clarified, those in the New 


Jersey racing and breeding communities await the outcome 
with optimism, knowing a favorable ruling will be just the type 
of boost the sport has been aiming for for so many years. 

“Some people say sports betting means survival for 
Monmouth Park,” said Dennis Drazin, who heads the 
management team that runs the racetrack. “When I talk about 
Monmouth I don’t talk about survival because I have always 
intended that we will do whatever it takes for Monmouth to 
survive. But sports betting would just make that survival so 
much better. It would make the purses better, we could offer 
more racing, we would give people more reason to come to 
Monmouth Park to race.” 

Drazin expects the case will be heard in the late fall or 
early winter and said a verdict will likely be announced 
sometime within the first six months of 2018. If sports betting 
is legalized, Drazin said Monmouth would look to open its 
sports book in time for the opening weekend of the 2018 NFL 
season.

New Jersey voters and the state legislature have approved 
a partial repeal of the Professional and Amateur Sports 
Protection Act (PASPA) that would allow sports betting at the 
states casinos, operating racetracks and defunct racetracks. 
However, the sports leagues successfully fought back in the 
courts and looked to have won out on the issue, until the 
Supreme Court decided to take the case. 

Drazin is optimistic that the court taking the case against 
the advice of the Solicitor General is a sign that it will rule in 
favor of the legalization of sports betting. 

<C I don’t think they would grant cert just to hand us a loss 
down the road,” he said. “Granting cert to me means the 
likelihood is we will prevail on the merits.” 

If the courts ruling simply allows New Jersey to go ahead 
with the legislation already passed in the state, Monmouth, 
the Meadowlands, Freehold and the Atlantic City casinos 
would all have sports betting. The legislation also allows 
defunct racetracks to take bets on sports, which would mean 
opportunities for people to open a sports book on the land 
that was Garden State Park and Atlantic City Race Course. It is 
not clear if the state’s OTBs could take sports bets. 

Hoping for a victory, Drazin and Monmouth’s partners in 
any sport betting enterprise, William Hill, have already started 


crunching the numbers. They believe that $10 billion will be 
wagered annually on sports bets in the state and that the “win” 
on sports bets made at Monmouth would be $75 million. 
Drazin said $25 million will likely come off the top in costs, 
with the remaining $50 million split between Monmouth and 
William Hill. 

“The intention of sports betting is for the majority of the 
money to go to purses,” Drazin said. 

How the additional purse money would be spent remains 
up in the air, but Drazin said one thing he is all but certain 
about is that the bonus money paid to New Jersey-breds that 
win in open company would be restored. Drazin said he 
would also look to restore some of the New Jersey-bred and 
open company stakes that are no longer run. After that, he 
believes there would be roughly $15 to $17 million left over. 
The Monmouth team is still contemplating what it would do 
with that money if it becomes available due to a positive ruling 
from SCOTUS. 

“The other thing you have to consider is will we offer more 
days, including a more meaningful meet at the Meadowlands 
and pay to turn over the main track up there?” Drazin said. 

“I think we should turn over the racetrack and have a more 
meaningful meet up at the Meadowlands. I can see us racing 
probably from mid-May through Thanksgiving or early

December. We would prefer to offer more dates. But you have 
to keep in mind that if you offer 100 days purses wont be as 
high as if you offer 75 days. So one of the things you have to 
look at is what are they paying in New York and Pennsylvania? 
What number of dates puts us at a level that makes us 
competitive? If we have to stick to 71 days to be competitive 
and then wait for other help, like slots revenue, we would do 
that.” 

Of course, none of this can happen if the state loses the 
case. And even if it wins its hard to predict what exactly 
that will mean. The best case scenario for New Jersey racing 
would be for the court to rule that only the legislation passed 


in New Jersey is valid. But even that might open the door for 
the Atlantic City casinos to allow sports betting online, which 
could be stiff competition for the racetracks. The court could 
also rule that the Professional and Amateur Sports Protection 
Act is illegal or unconstitutional. That would open up sports 
betting to any state that wants it and could mean widespread 
legal Internet wagering and betting shops on every corner. 
That could be an issue for racing. 

Those, however, are problems for another day. New Jersey 
beat the odds when the Supreme Court decided to take the 
case and is one last victory away from something that figures 
to be a game changer for horse racing in the Garden State.

Getting to know you 

Kevin Tobin 



M eet NCTA member Kevin Tobin. Kev¬ 
in is the Business Development Di¬ 
rector and jockey consultant for the Char¬ 
lotte Steeplechase Foundation Inc. As the 
first person to hold the position, his re¬ 
sponsibilities include growing the brand¬ 
ing for the Queen’s Cup Steeplechase, 
building sponsor relationships and in¬ 
creasing corporate sales. In addition, his 
equestrian background readies him to ride 
exclusively for the Queen’s Cup as their 
representative. Although only 32 years 
old, this jump jockey’s years are packed 
with experiences in the racing industry. 

Kevin attended his first horse race and 
started riding horses at the age of 5 in Ire¬ 
land. His natural, daredevil character 
drove him to ride faster and jump higher 
just to help satiate his adventurous spirit. 
He quickly became an accomplished rider 
and horseman, and even before leaving 
high school, he earned the opportunity to 
represent his country on the Irish Nation¬ 
al Show Jumping team. 

After graduation, at the age of 17, the 
call to become a jump jockey was too 
strong for him to resist and shortly after, 
he rode his first race on a track in the 
south of Ireland. He rode his last race at 
the age of 29. The years in between as a 
professional jockey were considerably suc¬ 
cessful and took him to several different 
countries to compete. One of his proudest 
moments was winning the United King¬ 
dom Junior Championship 2007 and 2008. 

He rode for some of the most success¬ 
ful and well-known British and Irish train¬ 
ers such as Aidan O’Brien, Nicky Hender¬ 
son, Donald McCain, Charlie Mann, Brian 


Meehan, Jessica Harrington and Henry De 
Bromhead. 

Having a career as a professional jock¬ 
ey with all the riding and training it en¬ 
tails is enough work for most people. 
However, Kevin during all of this returned 
to school and earned his degree in Addic¬ 
tive Psychology from Trinity College in 
Dublin in 2009. 

In 2011, Kevin leaped across the pond 
and landed in Maryland where he contin¬ 
ued his competitive pursuit of steeple¬ 
chase riding until 2014. He enjoyed being 
a trainer and exercise rider for Nor Mar 
Farm LLC for five years; and in 2015, he 
founded and became the CEO of Power- 
stown LLC in Monkton, Md., a Thorough¬ 
bred training and consultation business 
that also includes professional speaking. 


In addition, he also founded the Steeple¬ 
chase Jockeys’ Association of America and 
served as their President. Kevin is an ac¬ 
tive member in several National Steeple¬ 
chase Association endeavors. 

It was through his work with the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Association’s Growth 
and Promotion Task Force that he met 
and worked with William Price, co-chair¬ 
man of the Queen’s Cup Steeplechase 
Race. Impressed with his knowledge, 
character and professional abilities, Price 
convinced this talented young man to join 
their team in Charlotte. Kevin started yet 
another one of his industry experiences in 
in September 2016. He says he loves living 
in the Charlotte area with his fiancee, 
Caitlin, whom he acclaims to be his life’s 
passion followed, by horse racing and 
Gaelic Games.

Duo sweeps $75,000 Hoover and Kindergarten Stakes 


T he $75,000 Hoover at Belterra 
Park July 8 was the first stakes 
race this year for 2-year-old colts 
and geldings in the Ohio Program. The 
newly-formed partnership between Ken¬ 
tucky-based WinStar Farm and Blazing 
Meadows Farm is proving quickly to be 
an exciting one and a challenge not only 
for their competition but also for stable- 
mates. Candy Exchange, a son of Sidney’s 
Candy out of Awesome Eve, by Awesome 
Again, broke on top in the 5^-furlong 
test with Pablo Morales in the saddle and 
bested his odds-on partner Awaken by 3 
widening lengths. It was 6 3 A lengths back 
to Tiz a Rush in third. 

“Awaken [by Super Saver] reminds me 
of a better horse going long based on 
how they work,” said trainer Tim Hamm. 
“This Candy Exchange is very quick and 
I knew he’d get the lead, I just wasn’t sure 
how he would respond if a good horse 


came to him. Awaken has been a nice 
horse all along, so I won’t lie, I actually 
thought he’d run by that horse in the lane, 
but he [Candy Exchange] ran the stake 
just like he broke his maiden, the jock 
shook the reins and he was gone.” 

Hamm has entered into a unique part¬ 
nership with WinStar Farm and the first 
two starters have both been stakes win¬ 
ners. Blazing Meadows provides the mares 
and WinStar breeds them to one of their 
elite stallions. “I sent the trophy down to 
Elliott Walden at WinStar and said I want¬ 
ed a piece of Ohio in their trophy case,” 
said Hamm. “Elliott got back to me and 
said they are very happy being associated 
with Ohio and our stable, so I think it is a 
great thing at this point. 

“This has given me the opportunity to 
breed to a much better horse than we 
ever have and it shows. Those two and 
some others we have with them-the

quality is there. I hope some other Ohio 
breeders can make a similar relationship 
with other top farms.” 

Candy Exchange has never been 
headed to remain undefeated in two starts 
after breaking his maiden by 9Va lengths 
June 23. His stakes-winning final time on 
a fast track was 1:04.53. The next 2-year- 
old stakes for males was the Cleveland 
Kindergarten at 6 furlongs Aug. 5 at Jack 
Thistledown.

Awaken turned the tables on his sta- 
blemate in the Kindergarten. When train¬ 
er Tim Hamm quoted, “Awaken reminds 
me of a better horse going long,” he was 
talking two turns, not necessarily the ex¬ 
tra half-furlong of the Kindergarten. 
“Obviously, we have the lM6-mile 
$150,000 Best of Ohio Juvenile on Octo¬ 
ber 7 to look forward to, but there is a lot 
of time between now and then. I’ll be 
looking for something around two turns 
and we might take him out of state for an 
opportunity.” 


Like he did in his first two wins, Can¬ 
dy Exchange broke sharply on top and 
was pressured for the first half-mile by 
Charlee’s Magic in :45.80. Irwin Rosen- 
do had Awaken settled in a stalking third 
position throughout and unleashed the 
colt around the turn. He responded will¬ 
ingly and was hand-ridden to the wire, 
winning by 7 lengths. Charlee’s Magic 
held the second spot by 134 lengths over 
Candy Exchange and Little Blaker, who 
dead-heated for third. The final time was 
1:11.46. 

Bred by WinStar Farm LLC and Blaz¬ 
ing Meadows Farm, Awaken is a chestnut 


son of Kentucky Derby winner Super 
Saver out of the Elusive Quality mare 
Finallusion.The colt now has earnings of 
$78,000 from three starts, with two wins 
and a second-place finish in the Hoover. 

“I just got off the phone with Elliott 
[Walden], he had a nice winner at Sarato¬ 
ga today, but he was very pleased Super 
Saver added another stakes winner on his 
record,” said Hamm after checking on his 
two runners after the race. “WinStar sent 
me three more mares this week in time 
for the August 15 registration—I think 
this is very good for Ohio.” 


The Miss Ohio Stakes caps a more than fair day for Fair Winds Farm 


T wo foals that used to run in the 
same paddock as young wean¬ 
lings and were raised at Fair 
Winds Farm in Waynesville made im¬ 
portant strides in their young careers on 
July 22. Tango Run, bred by Dr. Harold 
Fishman, easily captured the $75,000 Miss 
Ohio Stakes for 2-year-old fillies at Jack 
Thistledown, while 90 minutes earlier 
Funnel Cake became the first winner 
from the first crop of Kettle Corn, who 
stands at Fair Winds. 

Tango Run took advantage of an open 
rail to coast home to win by 2% lengths. 
Count de Loot was up late for second af¬ 
ter passing Summit Point, who finished 
another 134 lengths back in third. Trained 
by Doug Cowans for owner Michael Fos¬ 
ter, who purchased the Run Away and 
Hide filly for $32,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
October Sale as a yearling, Tango Run is 
now undefeated in two starts. The Miss 
Ohio is her first black-type win and 
pushed her earnings to $63,000. Jockey 
Rex Stokes III made the winning move 
leaving the turn and the winner was 
home free under a hand ride. 

“She’s overcome some adversity in 
both starts,” said Cowans. “A lot of young 
horses will give up [when they get in 
trouble] but she hasn’t. Maybe we haven’t 
seen the best of her yet.” 

Breeder Dr. Harold Fishman is the fa¬ 
ther of Lori Williams, who operates Fair 
Winds Farm with her husband Kim.They 
report that Thedoctorscat, dam of Tango 
Run, gave birth to a Kettle Corn filly this 
season. 


Fair Winds’ freshman sire Kettle Corn, a son of Candy Ride (Arg), got his first winner in July. 


Funnel Cake is trained by Tom Amoss 
for owner Maggi Moss, who purchased 
the colt for $35,000 at the 2016 Keene- 
land September yearling sale out of the 
Woods Edge Farm consignment. Making 
his second start, Funnel Cake took the 
lead out of the gate and never faltered. He 
won the 5-furlong maiden special weight 
by 2 lengths in a final time of:59.07 un¬ 
derjockey Perry Ouzts. 

The 2-year-old bay out of the Blue- 
grass Cat mare Bluegrass Ellie was exiting 
a fourth-place finish as the favorite at 
Thistledown June 30. He was bred in 
partnership by John P. Hicks, William 


Hart and William Martin, who also in¬ 
vested in Kettle Corn upon his retirement 
to Fair Winds. 

Trained by John Sadler, Kettle Corn 
became a multiple graded stakes winner, 
with his best victory earned in the 2013 
San Diego Handicap-G2 at Del Mar over 
Paynter. He won or placed in 11 stakes —10 
of them graded-and was second to Game 
On Dude in the $1,000,000 TVG Pacific 
Classic-Gl and the $500,000 Hollywood 
Gold Cup-Gl. He retired with $853,361 
in earnings and stands at Fair Winds for 
$2,500. 







Owner-Trainer Mike Rone's aim is "True" in $75,000 Cincinnaflan Stakes 


F or owner-trainer Mike Rone, his 
most recent stakes winner came 
about in a case of “right place, right 
time,” combined with his sharp eye for 
horseflesh. Bob Jeonette had managed 
Larry Beyer’s Beyerpatch Farm and after 
Larry’s passing last year the family wanted 
to disperse his horses. Jeonette called 
Mike, who made a quick trip down to the 
farm and ended up buying 10 of them. 
“Some I sold to my client Ron DeWolfe. 
By the grace of God I kept two fillies that 
are full sisters to True Cinder andAlcindor 
Ransom, who beat open company at 
Thistledown [July 3]. I am truly blessed.” 

In the 1346-mile Cincinnatian at Bel- 
terra Park July 9, Rone’s filly True Cinder 
would attempt at going two turns for the 
first time in her career. “I get up on her 


every morning and I could tell she would 
be rateable,” said Rone after the race. 
“Rex Stokes was up on her 10 days ago 
for a bullet work going 5 furlongs in a 
minute flat, so she is really on her toes 
now.” In the Cincinnatian, True Cinder 
pretty much controlled a tepid pace, but 
was headed in the lane. “Johnny McKee 
[on runnerup Sugar Lane] did a good job. 
He tested us in the first quarter mile and 
then backed off, getting a breather on 
Sugar Lane. He then swooped by us into 
the stretch, but Rex had enough to hold 
them off at the wire. Tommy Drury has a 
nice horse there and I’m sure we will see 
them again.” Grizabella rallied for the 
third spot over Diva’s Kitten. 

It was the fifth career win in a row for 
the 3-year-old True Cinder and her third 


stakes victory. The win in the Cincinnati¬ 
an pushed her career record to 5-2-1 in 
nine starts for $206,800 in earnings 

Her sire, Alcindor, a son of Unbridled’s 
Song, had been standing at Beyerpatch, so 
the runners Rone now has are all accred¬ 
ited Ohio-breds. So, what are the off¬ 
spring of Alcindor like? “Well they got a 
little hot spot in them,” quipped Rone. 
“But they all try hard. I think the fillies 
might be a little better than the colts.” As 
far as her next appearance? “I think we’ll 
try older horses in the Vivacious going 
1346 on the turf in five weeks. It’s straight 
Ohio-breds, I don’t think I have an ac¬ 
credited race until late fall.” Rone now 
knows she can go long and on the turf 
and her current form has been nothing 
but a slam dunk against her competition. 


Sheltowee Farm and James Evans-breds run 
1 -2 in $75,000 Nurm Darrun Queen City Oaks 


I t was a good week for O.T.B.O. mem¬ 
ber Ron Paolucci. He had two 
track-record setters in two days at 
Belterra Park. Coming out of a sixth- 
place finish in the Grade 1 Acorn Stakes 
at Belmont Park, Nikki My Darling en¬ 
joyed a return to the Buckeye State and 
put in a dominating performance over 
her 3-year-old counterparts in the 
$75,000 Norm Barron Queen City Oaks 
July 23. Well rated by jockey Luis Colon, 
she extended her lead at every point of 
call in the 134-mile test to stride away to a 
634-length margin over My Ticket Home 
and Cali Dream. Her final time of 1:49.41 
smashed the track record by more than 
two seconds. Paolucci’s Mo Dont No set 
a new mile mark of 1:36.75 at the Cin¬ 
cinnati oval the day before. 

The Jeff Radosevich trainee, Nikki 
My Darling now has a record of 5-1-0 
from 10 starts for earnings of $181,533. 
Nikki My Darling is owned by Loooch 
Racing Stables Inc. and Imaginary Stables. 
The grey daughter of Creative Cause out 
of Zamindarling, by Zamidar, was pur¬ 
chased for $100,000 out of the March 
Ocala Breeders Sale as a 2-year-old. The

multiple stakes winner was bred by Shel¬ 
towee Farm and James E. Evans. 

Oaks runner-up My Ticket Home is a 
multiple stakes-placed daughter of Shack¬ 
leford out of the Tiznow mare Where Is 
the Bling. Trained by George “Rusty” Ar¬ 


nold she is owned by Glen Bromagen II 
and sold for $70,000 at the Keeneland 
November Sale as a weanling. Sheltowee 
Farm, Mariah Thoroughbreds and James 
E. Evans and Timothy Hamm are listed as 
her breeders.

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Jump Start reaches 
milestone as sire

Pennsylvania sire Jump Start reached 
an important milestone this summer, 
when daughter Sexy Reasons became his 
50th black-type stakes winner. 

“His 50 stakes winners for a regional 
stallion is quite astounding,” said Richard 
Golden, President and CEO of Northview 
PA in Peach Bottom, where Jump Start 
currently stands. 

Even from his racing days, Jump 
Start has had quite the journey. The 
Overbrook Farm homebred with a royal 
pedigree debuted to much fanfare, 
winning a Churchill Downs maiden 
special weight by 214 lengths in June 
2001. D. Wayne Lukas trained the son 
of A.P. Indy, and wheeled Jump Start 
back at Saratoga to win the $150,000 
Saratoga Special Stakes-G2. He ran 
second in the $500,000 Champagne 
Stakes-GI that fall at Belmont Park, but 
was injured in the running of the Grade 1 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile and retired with 
$221,265 in earnings from five starts. 

Jump Start stood his first six seasons 
at stud at Overbrook Farm before moving 
to Ghost Ridge Farms in Brogue, Pa. He 
shuttled for five years to Argentina, and 
although he doesn’t shuttle anymore, his 
impact there is still being felt. In 2011 
Jump Start moved to Northview, during a 
time in which his progeny was excelling. 

His first crop yielded seven stakes 
winners. His second crop of nine stakes 
winners included classic-placed Icabad 


Crane and Rail Trip, winner of consecutive 
Grade 2 events in California (the Mervyn 
LeRoy and Californian) in 2010 and the 
Grade 2 San Diego Handicap at Del Mar 
in 2012 before finishing second in the 
Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile-GI. The bay 
gelding earned $1,516,520 before his 
retirement a year later. 

Jump Start is the sire of two other 
millionaires, both from his crop of 2008. 
Prayer for Relief made at least one start 
over eight seasons, earning $2,277,948 
from 46 outings, with 20 stakes wins or 
placings. His victories included three der¬ 
bies—the West Virginia Derby-G2, Super 
Derby-G2 and Iowa Derby-G3. 

Pants On Fire won 11 of 35 starts, 
eight stakes, including the Louisiana 
Derby-G2 and Pegasus Stakes-G3 in 
2011 and the Monmouth Cup-G2 and 
AckAck Handicap-G3 in 2013, and his 
11 stakes placements included the 2014 
Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile-GI while he 
amassed $1,641,375. 

Jump Start’s success as a stallion 
seemed inevitable, given his family. He 
is out of the Storm Cat mare Steady Cat, 
a multiple graded stakes-placed winner. 
Steady Cat’s other foals include Steady 
Course, dam of the extremely talented 
Grade 1 -winner Mastery, and Lasting Ap¬ 
peal, who is the dam of multiple stakes- 
placed Conquest Windycity. Steady Cat’s 
Mr. Prospector dam, Hopespringsforever 
produced four stakes performers, includ-

ing winner Apollo Cat and Santa Anita 
Derby-GI runnerup Union City. 

With 12 crops of racing age, 

Jump Start has produced 607 winners 
from 912 starters (a 67 percent strike 
rate), and has progeny earnings of 
$52.6 million. He has been the lead¬ 
ing Mid-Atlantic sire for the last two 
seasons. 

Current standouts on the track 
include a pair of 6-year-olds, the 
multiple graded stakes-placed Just 
Call Kenny, who ran second in the 
Salvator Mile-G3 at Monmouth in June, 
and Disco Chick, a Pennsylvania-bred 
with $729,250 in earnings, and recent 
winner of Monmouth’s Regret Stakes. 

Dr. Jerry Kolybabiuk bred and 
owns Disco Chick, who is out of the 
Disco Rico mare Disco Flirt, a five-time 
winner under Dr. Kolybabiuk’s Freedom 
Racing banner. Disco Chick has won 
10 of her 42 starts, has been in the top 
three spots a staggering 30 times. 

“She did really well at Monmouth,” 


Dr. Kolybabiuk said. “The race was 
fairly easy for her. We’re very happy 
with Disco.” 

While Dr. Kolybabiuk contem¬ 
plates selling Disco Chick at one of the 
Kentucky sales in November, he has 
other Jump Start offspring to keep an 
eye on. “He’s great, my favorite stud,” 
he said. Kolybabiuk also bred Lover’s 
Dream, a Jump Start daughter that 
earned $227,738 and is now a brood¬ 
mare. “I think the world of Jump Start,” 
he continued. “I saw him in Kentucky 
when he was standing next to Storm 
Cat, and he was majestic looking. I’ve 
been breeding to him ever since and 
I’ve done really well as they are all nice 
horses. I’ve got two Jump Start colts 
that will run next year.” 

Just Call Kenny was bred in 
Virginia by Althea Richards. The 
$363,565-earner has won races at 
Belmont Park, Laurel Park and Mon¬ 
mouth Park, as well as winning the 
$100,000 Spectacular Bid Stakes at 


Gulfstream Park. A $35,000 yearling, 
Just Call Kenny is out of the winning 
Green Dancer mare Green Jeans. 

While his American progeny excel, 
his South American runners are also 
thriving. The juvenile filly Sexy Reasons 
became the 50th black-type winner 
by taking the June 25 Clasico Gran 
Premio Criterium Potrancas-G2 in 
Uruguay. He has two Argentina-based 
champions-Idolo Porteno, Horse 
of the Year, champion stayer and 
champion older horse in 2015, and 
Seresta, champion 2-year-old filly in 
2016. Other top U.S.-based runners 
include $865,900-earner Willet and 
$790,834-earner Miss Behaviour. 

With successful offspring on two 
continents, Jump Start’s legacy will 
continue to grow. “Jump Start is an 
amazing sire,” Northview’s Golden 
said. “We actually limited his book to 
approximately 75 mares this year.” The 
18-year-old stallion stood for $10,000 
in 2017.

_ June 21 and July 20 was phenomenal, 
highlighted by 13 stakes winners. 

On June 24, MARITIME PULPIT 
recorded his third win in a row by 
capturing the Turning for Home 
Handicap at Parx. A graduate of Travis 
Durr’s Webb Carroll Training Center, 
Maritime Pulpit quickly took command 
and showed courage, leading throughout 
to win by a neck. 

The 2-year-old filly DREAM IT 
IS remained undefeated in two starts 
when she captured the My Dear Stakes 
June 24 at Woodbine. After spending 
the winter at Durr and Carroll’s Webb 
Carroll Training Center, she shipped to 
Woodbine to break her maiden in May, 
then followed with a 4%-length score 
while never threatened in her stakes 
debut. 

The hit parade continued June 24 
at Belmont Park as SUPER MARINA 
came from the back to prevail by a 
neck in the Wild Applause Stakes. She 
was developed under the watchful eyes 
of Wilhelmina and Fred McEwan at 
Fenwick Equine. 

While STREET SURRENDER 

learned her early lessons at Kip Elser’s 
Kirkwood Stables in Camden, she has 
found success on the West Coast. On 
June 25, she quickly assumed the lead in 
the D/ 16 -mile Southern Truce Stakes at 
Santa Anita and never relinquished her 
advantage, crossing the line PA lengths 
in front. 

The 3-year-old filly version of the 
New York Stallion Stakes was captured 
by LADY JOAN. Second for the first 
half-mile, she was one of four across the 
track turning for home and proved her 
determination down the lane, hitting 
the wire three-quarters of a length the 
best. Donna Freyer broke this filly at her 
Custom Care Equine facility in Camden. 


Even at age 7, MODERN is racking 
up stakes wins, the latest the Lieutenant 
Governors’ at Hastings Park July 1. 
Developed by Tim Jones of the Darley 
operation in Aiken, Modern has now 
recorded eight stakes wins. In the 
Lieutenant Governors’ he went wire-to- 
wire, finishing PA lengths in front. 

GO BRO, bred and owned by Aiken 
resident Gus Schickedanz, proved best in 
the King Edward Stakes-G2 at Woodbine 
July 2. Developed by Mike Keogh in 
Aiken, Go Bro was the longest shot on 
the board at 44" 1. He raced head-to- 
head with 2014 Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Turf-Gl winner Hootenanny in the final 
eighth-mile and would not be denied, 
winning by a head. 

The 3-year-old filly XERXES 
AVENUE broke her maiden at 
Canterbury Park June 18 then came back 
16 days later to prove best in the Frances 
Genter Stakes over the same surface. 
Another Webb Carroll Training Center 
graduate, she showed why she was the 
favorite by leading the field gate-to-wire 
and winning by a length. 

KEEN ICE, conqueror of American 
Pharoah in the 2015 Travers Stakes-Gl, 
returned to the winner’s circle for the 
first time since, when proving best in the 
Suburban Stakes-G2 July 8. Trailing last 
of five in the opening quarter-mile, Keen 
Ice came widest of all and wore down 
the competition to win by 3 lengths. 
Keen Ice is a product of Franklin “Goree” 
Smith’s Elloree Training Center. 

A day later at Presque Isle Downs in 
Pennsylvania, TOM’S READY came 
to visit and in a hard fought stretch duel 
won the Leematt Stakes. Tom’s Ready 
was the bettor’s choice and showed why 
he deserved the honor by finishing a 
head in front. This colt was developed 
for his racing career under the watchful 
eye of Kip Elser at his Kirkwood Stable. 


On July 15, JUST HOWARD 

made his stakes debut a winning one 
in the Caveat for 3-year-olds at Laurel 
Park. Also a graduate of Goree Smith’s 
program in Elloree, Just Howard was 
involved in a bumping match inside the 
eighth-pole before prevailing by a head 
over stakes winner Bonus Points. 

On the same card, I’M BETTY G 
also made her stakes debut and was 
victorious in the Pearl Necklace for 
3-year-old fillies. Winning her second 
in a row, she also was involved in an 
intense stretch duel and got her nose to 
the wire first.

New Virginia Certified Residency Program Moves Into Full Swing 


The premise of Virginias new Residency program is 
simple - send your horse to Virginia and earn 25% more for 
every win in the Mid-Atlantic region. Beginning with foals of 
2016, owners of Virginia Certified horses will be eligible for 
that bonus for any non-Virginia restricted win at pari-mutuel 
tracks in New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, West 
Virginia and Maryland. Certified horses will also be eligible to 
run in Virginia restricted races. 

A total of 43 farms and training centers in Virginia have 
already signed up to be certified facilities and are ready to 
accept horses. A list of those, along with more program details, 
is available at www.vabred.org. 

Virginia-Bred/Sired Racing 
Opportunities Update

The next restricted race opportunity for Virginia-bred 
horses in the new “sprinkled program” is coming up on 
September 7 th and 8 th . This program of ten individual races was 
introduced earlier this summer and will continue throughout 
the fall season. A combination of maiden, claiming and 
allowance races are held at either Laurel or Charles Town every 
several weeks. 

The race on the 7 th is a $10,000 claimer at seven furlongs on 
the dirt at Charles Town while the race on the 8 th is a maiden 
event at seven furlongs on the dirt at Laurel. The schedule 
continues with four turf allowance races, all at Laurel, on 
October 19 th , November 2 nd , 9 th and 23 rd . The first and third are 
for fillies/mares and the other pair are for males.

The most recent conditioned race took place as part of 
“Virginia Day” at Laurel on August 5 th . Early Grey kicked off 
the festivities by capturing a $30,000 maiden special weight 
turf race at the one mile distance. Jockey Sheldon Russell led 
the effort atop Early Grey for owner/breeder Morgans Ford 
Farm. The 4 year old Flatter gelding broke his maiden over a 
year ago at Laurel in a similar Virginia-bred race, but he was 
disqualified and placed last. The winner settled into fifth inside 
early on in the nine horse field, moved outside to second at 
the top of the stretch and caught the leader with a furlong to 
go. Early Grey crossed 11/4 lengths in front of Reid Nagles 
Black Prong in 1:42.62. The Phil Schoenthal trainee is out 
of the Black Tie Affair mare, Pearls. Holiday Hopes finished 
third followed by On the Wings Of, Daniella, Cross Roads, 
Shackleton, Accountable and Scene of the Crime. 

A four-pack of $75,000 turf stakes for Virginia-bred/ 
sired horses, all being held for the first time, followed later in 
the card. Winners included Special Envoy (Hansel Stakes), 
Northern Eclipse (Camptown Stakes), Two Notch Road 
(Meadow Stable Stakes) and Sweet Sandy (William Backer 
Stakes). 

“Commonwealth Day” at Laurel, 
International Gold Cup Card at 
Great Meadow Up Next 

The third and final Virginia-bred stakes day event in 
Maryland this year is slated for September 30 th at Laurel. 





















Five long-time Virginia-bred turf stakes will be carded on 
the “Commonwealth Day” program in addition to a pair of 
graded open stakes that had been run at Colonial Downs. The 
Bert Allen, Brookmeade, Punch Line, Oakley and Jamestown 
Stakes will be contested at Laurel for the fourth straight year, 
all at a $60,000 purse level. The $200,000 Commonwealth 
Derby and $150,000 Commonwealth Oaks, both Grade 3 
stakes, will held at Laurel for the third consecutive year. The 
pair at one time were signature events at Colonial Downs. 

The 80 th running of the International Gold Cup Races 
will be held Saturday October 28 th at Great Meadow in 
The Plains. The afternoon features a combination of pari¬ 
mutuel steeplechase and flat races. Featured events are the 
International Gold Cup, contested at 3 1/2 miles over timber 
fences, and the Grade 3, David “Zeke” Ferguson Memorial 
Hurdle Stakes, contested at the 2 miles, one furlong distance 
over national fences. In 2016, a total of ten races were held - 
six jump and four flat. More details are available at 
www.vagoldcup.com. 

Virginia-Bred & Raised 
Yearlings Attract Interest at 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga Sale 

The Fasig-Tipton Select Yearling sale was held at 
Saratoga August 7 th & 8 th , and a number of Virginia-breds 
sold well. An Audley Farms Scat Daddy filly topped the 
list of Commonwealth-breds at $600,000. A Smitten Farms 
Violence filly sold for $270,000 along with a Bodemeister filly 
for $190,000. A Chilly Bleak Farms Uncle Mo filly sold for 
$250,000, and a pair of their Virginia raised colts did well - an 
Orb for $400,000 and a Fed Biz for $160,000. The final two 
Virginia-breds sold were a Morgans Ford Farm Hard Spun colt 
at $220,000 and a Munnings colt from Jill and Ned Moore at 
$ 100 , 000 . 

In addition to the pair from Jim and Katie Fitzgeralds 
Chilly Bleak Farm, another couple Virginia raised yearlings 
also sold well. Louisa Lenehans Tiznow colt went for 
$450,000, while a Verrezano filly from Andrew Motions 
Old Chapel Farm sold for $150,000. In the New York-Bred 
Preferred Yearling Sale August 12 th , Chilly Bleak Farm also 
sold a Violence Colt for $210,000.

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Dennis Bybee: I’m All In

I n just a matter of minutes, while 
chatting with owner/breeder 
Dennis Bybee, it becomes instantly 
clear this gentleman has a robust 
passion for Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding. 

Since his early college days at 
Fresno State, Bybee has studied, 
bred or raised horses, crediting their 
Equine Science and Agricultural 
departments for his early direction 
and instruction. 

To pay the bills, he earned his 
Ph.D. in Adult and Continuing 
Education/Educational Program 
Administration from Michigan State 
University and has been a high 
school science and mathematics 
teacher and is retired from the 
Department of Defense Dependents 
Schools as a computer specialist. 

In the 1980s he moved to 
Virginia and developed as a rider, 
successfully competing in hunter 
and dressage classes. 

In the 1990s, Bybee bred a few 
mares to classic winner Caveat. One 


of the offspring. Cosmic Warning, 
established the course record for 1 V 2 
miles on the turf at Colonial Downs 
on the track's inaugural program in 
September 1998. 

He bred the multiple stakes- 
winning and graded stakes-placed 
filly Pass the Virtue (Cosmic Warning's 
half-sister by Slavic) and, since 2008, 
has owned and operated Bybee 
Farm on Kabletown Road in Charles 
Town. 

He stands Officer Rocket (GB), a 
graded stakes-winning son of Officer 
and the Gone West mare Ocean 
View, and Three Chopt Road, a half- 
brother to Pass the Virtue (by Rock 
Slide out of Occasional Virtue). 

"I have 24 resident mares at the 
farm and as you can tell I'm all in 
the West Virginia Breeding program," 
said Bybee. "I predominantly breed 
to sell, but I do have all or part of 16 
horses in training at Charles Town 
Races." 

Dr. Bybee's business plan is 
straightforward-have good mares. 


use good nicks, employ good 
trainers and always be willing to sell. 

"I have studied the potential and 
pitfalls of the West Virginia breeding 
program and feel secure that we 
are economically competitive 
with similar regional models," he 
continued."Last year, I nominated 
15 yearlings to the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics, second only to 
Taylor Mountain Farm (James W 
Casey). In my opinion racing is flat, 
but the breeding program continues 
on firm ground." 

Bybee mentioned that both 
racing and breeding could increase 
in prominence if given enhanced 
marketing and promotional 
exposure. 

He presently sits on the Governor's 
transition team for the improvement 
of the industry. 

"It is imperative to work together," 
said Bybee. "The horsemen (HBPA) 
and breeders (WVTBA) need to 
set aside their differences for the 
betterment of the sport. There needs 
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to be a pro-racing commission, 
an open door policy for decision 
making and a summit for the 
creation of a state-wide strategy 
to promote the condition of horse 
racing/breeding." 

Bybee gets a mirthful smile on his 
face when he talks about Officer 
Rocket. 

"Jim Casey, my friend and I were 
going over some pedigree sheets 
with the potential to purchase a 
stallion to stand in West Virginia. I was 
favorably impressed with a chestnut 
son of Officer that had sold at the 
OBS March 2-year-olds in training 
sale for $190,000. As a youngster he 
had competed against the likes of 
Street Sense and Curlin." 

Bybee, always intensely busy, 
placed this horse in his memory 
bank, and a few years later noticed 
he was in for a tag at Philadelphia 
Park. 

"The wear and tear of the 
claiming game was apparent, but 
this was the opportunity both horse 
and I needed. My trainer and I drove 
to the racetrack and dropped 
the slip on the longtime mental 
acquaintance. After the race the 
handlers of 6-year-old Officer Rocket 
glanced my way and said, 'You 
claimed him for a stallion; he is a 
geldingl'They all laughed as they 
declared,'Just kidding'! 

"A winner of over $465,000, the 
Rocket is my pride and joy." 

When Dr. Bybee begins his 
dissertation on TrueNicks and 
dosage it leaves me gasping for air. 
You can tell he loves all aspects of 
this business, but the intellectual side 
of pairing a stallion and mare, with 
crosses and breeding strategies is his 
motivation. 

We then touched on the subject 
no one likes to admit: the one that 
got away. Bybee glanced on the 
wall in the track kitchen and directly 
overhead was Fappiano Boy. 

"I always liked the combination 
of Cherokee's Boy and Goodness 
Greatness (sire and dam of 
Fappiano Boy), and thinking his 
distance potency would be realized 
as he matured. However, I took 
what I thought was sage advice at 
the time and sold my homebred 
to connections with roots in the 
Dominican Republic." 

Bybee has mixed emotions 
about his former runner-he is now 
the breeder of a Grade I winner in 


the Dominican Republic (Clasico 
Kahil Hache) and the admirer 
of a grateful nation, but must 
watch Fappiano Boy compete for 
someone else via YouTube. 

Cooney 
WV-Bred travels 
to Saratoga 

T he word "Team" is often utilized 
in the arena of Thoroughbred 
horse racing, as owners, trainers 
and breeders endeavor to share the 
spotlight of success or defer praise to 
less high profile contributors. 

In the case of husband and wife, 
Pat and Susan Cooney, "team" is 
absolutely the correct adjective to 
describe the industrious/enterprising 
couple. 

Cooney Racing Stables has been 
a mainstay in the Mid-Atlantic region 
for decades, while based at their 
training facility at historic Walnut Hill 
Farm in Boyce, Va. 

The farm has a Ys-mile training 
track, starting gate, turf gallops, 
turn-out options and 40-stall barn. 

The Cooneys pride themselves on 
individual care, especially to the 
needs of yearlings and 2-year-olds. 

I reached out to Susan on 
Wednesday, July 26 and interestingly 
enough she was on the road to 
Presque Isle Downs where she was to 
tighten the girth on Jumpin' Nancy. 


A New York-bred daughter of 
Jump Start, Jumpin' Nancy handily 
captured the first race on the card 
for owner Daniel Wukich. 

As their farm brochure states: 
"With two trucks and trailers, we ship 
to all East Coast tracks and some 
Midwest tracks." 

Susan is currently licensed as a 
trainer in Virginia, Maryland, West 
Virginia, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware. 

Her credentials and ability to 
travel came into play once again as 
she drove her turf-loving homebred 
Carolina Shag to the mecca of 
summer racing, Saratoga, for the 
$200,000 Caress Stakes July 24. 

The 6-year-old West Virginia-bred 
daughter of turf sprinter Bop, under 
jockey Sheldon Russell, rallied to take 
command just inside the eighth-pole 
before relinquishing the lead late to 
Graham Motion's charge. Miss Ella. 
She finished third, beaten 1 V 2 lengths, 
in the 572-furlong turf test. 

Carolina Shag, a winner of 
$ 167,140 in 15 starts who has 
made starts at Pimlico, Presque Isle, 
Belmont and Laurel, embodies the 
patience the Cooneys possess with 
all of the horses in their care. 

"Pat and I like to give every horse 
entrusted to us at least one shot on 
the turf regardless of pedigree," said 
Susan. 

The Cooneys currently have two 
West Virginia-bred babies close to 
running and we expect to see them 
in the entry box shortly at Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races.

National Steeplechase Association champion trainer Tom Voss took their 
rightful places in the National Museum of Racing on Friday, Aug. 4, when 
they were inducted into Thoroughbred racing’s Hall of Fame. 

The ceremony at Fasig-Tipton’s Humphrey Finney Pavilion in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., attracted a sizable group of steeplechase owners and officials. 
Recognized at the beginning of the induction ceremony were current Hall 
of Fame members Jonathan Sheppard, Janet Elliot, and Jerry Fishback. 


Accepting the Hall of Fame plaque for Good Night Shirt was owner 
Sonny Via Jr., accompanied by trainer Jack Fisher. Unbeaten in five Grade 1 
races in 2008, Maryland-bred Good Night Shirt set a National Steeplechase 
Association earnings record that year of $485,520. 

Tom Voss died unexpectedly in January 2014 at the age of 63, and his 
plaque was accepted by his son, Sam. The Maryland horseman trained 
successfully both for the flat and over fences. He was the NSA’s champion 
trainer by wins in 1997, 2000, 2001, 2002, and 2011. 
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The National Steeplechase Association kicks off its action- 
packed fall season at one of America’s premier race tracks this 
month and within days transitions to the country for meets in 
Maryland and Virginia. 

Belmont Park opens the fall lineup with two races, the 
$150,000 Lonesome Glory Handicap (Gr. 1) and the $75,000 
William Entenmann Novice Stakes on Thursday, Sept. 21. Those 
races kick off the Fall Championship Season in their respective 
divisions and lead respectively to the $400,000 Grand National 
(Gr. 1) and $125,000 Foxbrook Champion Hurdle at the Far Hills 
Races on Saturday, Oct. 21. 

With record fall purses on the line, the Belmont races attract 
strong fields. Fast year, Bruton Street-US’s Scorpiancer won the 
Fonesome Glory and finished second to champion Rawnaq in 
the Grand National. This year, Scorpiancer has won the Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) and the Temple Gwathmey (Gr. 3) 
to lead the earnings list. 

Two days after the Belmont races, the action shifts to 
Maryland’s Hunt Valley for the 17th annual Shawan Races. 
Growing in popularity and purses, Shawan features the Fegacy 
Chase, the kickoff for the fall’s timber racing. 

The 2016 edition of the Fegacy Chase was won by Two’s 
Company, campaigned by a Bruton Street partnership and trained 
by Jack Fisher. Irish-bred Two’s Company ended the year as the 
NSA’s champion timber horse. 

With a theme of “Hats, Horses, and Hope,” the Shawan Downs 
meet is the GBMC’s signature event benefiting its oncology 
services and patient support programs. 

The following afternoon, Sunday, Sept. 24, the horses will be 
out in force for the Foxfield Fall Races in Charlottesville, Va. 

Foxfield Fall is a fun family day, and its proceeds benefit 
International Neighbors of Charlottesville, a non-profit 
organization committed to assisting the region’s refugee and 
immigrant communities.

TONY BENCIVENGA 

Longtime horseman Anthony “Tony” 
Joseph Bencivenga, 88, of Middleburg, 
Va., died July 26. 

Born in Hoboken, N.J., Bencivenga had 
a fascinating story, which he shared with 
Jeff Gilleas in the July 2016 West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association news¬ 
letter in Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. It started 
when he was growing up, as his family 
lived next door to Frank Sinatra. He would 
remain a Sinatra fan his entire life. 

Bencivenga’s passion for horses began 
as a child with interactions with the neigh¬ 
borhood work horses. While still in high 
school he started exercising race horses at 
local training centers, including Brookdale 
Farm and Greentree Stable. He told 
Gilleas: “I was 17 to 18 years old when I 
worked [at Greentree], making $11.22 a 
week, but it wasn’t the money that kept me 
in that location, it was the horses like One 
Hitter, Blue Border and Capot. That was 
the era of the Whitneys and everything was 
larger than life. . .” 

Bencivenga tried to make a career as 
a jockey but grew too large. After being 
drafted into the army and serving in the 
Korean War, he returned to take out his 
trainer’s license and later went to work for 
the Calumet Farm operation. “I galloped 
Tim Tam, Iron Liege, Bardstown, A Glitter 
and many others. While there I became 
friends with the great Eddie Arcaro,” he 
shared. 

Bencivenga made his way to Charles 
Town and for 16 years worked for general 
manager Robert Leavitt. He also worked 
for a time in the racing office at Penn 
National. In recent years he trained a small 
stable at Charles Town. 

WARREN R. DEMPSEY III 

Warren Dempsey, former National 
Steeplechase Association board member 
and treasurer who campaigned a stable of 
steeplechase runners that included Grade 
1 winner Soaringoverseattle, died at his 
Aiken, S.C., home June 1. He was 71. 

A decorated combat veteran of the 
Vietnam War, Dempsey was born in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., moved with his family as a 
teenager to Roland Park in Maryland, and 
was a star athlete at Baltimore Polytechnic 
high school. After his tour in Vietnam, he 
returned to complete his bachelor’s degree 
in finance at the University of Pennsylvania 
Wharton School of Finance. He worked as 
a trader for several prominent Wall Street 
firms before starting his own business as a 


hedge fund manager, which he continued 
until his death. 

In addition to campaigning Soaringover¬ 
seattle, the 1997 NSA novice champi¬ 
onship trained by Tom Voss who won 
the Atlanta Cup-Gl in 1998, Dempsey’s 
runners included 2001 Little Everglades 
Hurdle Stakes-G3 winner War Talk, trained 
by Jonathan Sheppard. 

Married to his second wife, Karen 
Somerville, in 1989, the couple resided in 
Navesink, N.J., before moving in 1992 to 
Reveille Farm in Monkton. Dempsey was a 
lifetime member of the Elkridge-Harford 
Hunt Club and served on the adviso¬ 
ry council of the National Steeplechase 
Racing Hall of Fame Museum and the 
Aiken Thoroughbred Racing Hall of Fame 
and Museum. 

MARVIN LITTLE JR. 

Marvin A. “Junior” Little, for many 
years farm manager of the Hardin family’s 
historic Newstead Farm near Upperville, 
Va., and breeder of Preakness/Belmont 
Stakes winner Hansel, died July 4, just nine 
days shy of his 80th birthday. 

A Kentucky native, Little found his way 
to Virginia after a stint as a young man 
at Clovelly Farms near Lexington, Ky. At 
Newstead, he worked his way up from 
yearling manager to farm manager, and 
oversaw the famous Newstead dispersal 
in 1985. Among the stars under his care 
at Newstead were Miss Oceana, White 
Star Line and Mrs. Warren. The dispersal 
grossed just shy of $47 million, and the 
sale of Miss Oceana for $7 milli on, while 
in foal to Northern Dancer, was a world- 
record for a broodmare. 

In an interview for the Maryland Horse 
in the summer of 1991, Little explained 
that he had “used his life savings to finance 
the purchase of a broodmare at the 1980 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association fall 
mixed sale.” The mare was 16-year-old 
Buena Notte, a daughter of Victoria Park 
who had earlier produced a Puerto Rican 
champion named Shake Shake Shake to 
the cover of Maryland sire Dancing Count. 
She was in foal to the same sire and Little 
paid $15,000 for the mare. 

Buena Notte only produced one foal 
for Little, the fill y Count On Bonnie, who 
broke down before she could make her 
first start. The Newstead dispersal afforded 
him the chance to purchase a share in 
the young Mr. Prospector son Woodman, 
and when Little bred Count On Bonnie 
to Woodman, she produced Hansel, who 


was foaled at Newstead. “He was really 
something special, from the time he was 
born,” said Little, who sold the future 
Eclipse Award winner at the Keeneland 
September Yearling sale for $150,000 to 
Joe Allbritton’s Lazy Lane Farm. 

Little returned to Kentucky and spent a 
lifetime breeding horses. Another brood¬ 
mare he bred with Mid-Atlantic ties was 
Dixieland Queen, a daughter of Dixieland 
Band foaled in Virginia in 1988. Little sold 
her as a yearling for $140,000, and she went 
on to produce stakes winners Two Punch 
Sonny and Ragtime Doll, as well as stakes- 
placed She’s a Rebel Too, dam of 2017 
graded winner Mo’ Green. 

DR. RICHARD A. REVELEY 

Longtime Pennsylvania breeder/owner 
Dr. Richard A. Reveley, 75, passed away 
June 2 at his home in Glen Rock, Pa. 

Reveley bred and campaigned under 
the Spring Water Farm banner with his 
wife Gale, who survives him. Their run¬ 
ners were easily distinguishable, as their 
names often began with the “S W” for 
Spring Water. Among the best were S W 
Aly’svalentine, a daughter of Malibu Moon 
who won 13 times, six stakes, including 
back-to-back runnings of the Ambassador 
of Luck Handicap and was named Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred champion 3-year-old filly of 
2005 and champion older female in 2006; 
and S W Clarence, an enormous son of 
Iron who stood over 18 hands and won 
16 times in 30 starts, five in stakes, includ¬ 
ing the Iroquois Handicap at Philadelphia 
Park, Harrison E. Johnson Memorial at 
Laurel Park, and Lyphard Handicap at 
Penn National. 

A graduate of Ohio State University 
with a Doctor of Dental Surgery degree 
and a Bachelor of Arts degree in anatomy, 
Reveley had a private dental practice in 
Falls ton, Md., for 33 years. Highlights 
of his career included being an Assistant 
Director of the Dental Department at 
Baltimore City Hospital and serving as an 
Oral Diagnosis Instructor at the University 
of Maryland College of Dentistry. 

Reveley served on the boards of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeder’s Association 
and the Pennsylvania Horsemen’s Bene¬ 
volent and Protective Association. The 
Reveleys took home the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association award 
as Pennsylvania’s outstanding owners and 
breeders of 1999, and were selected as 
2000 Mid-Atlantic Regional Owners of 
the Year. 
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BILL SIMPSON 

William James “Bill” Simpson Jr., chair¬ 
man and CEO of Aiken Training Track 
since April 2016, died July 28. He was 69. 

Born in Baltimore, Md., Simpson 
was raised in Aiken, S.C., and eventu¬ 
ally moved to Frisco, Texas. A Vietnam 
veteran, Simpson returned from the ser¬ 
vice to get his master’s degree at Harvard 
University Graduate School of Business 
Administration and had a professional 
career in the healthcare industry, serving as 
chairman and CEO for healthcare provid¬ 
ers across the country. 

Simpson remained connected to Aiken, 
and established Dunbarton Stables there 
over the last decade. His first runner, the 
Two Punch colt Friscan, broke his maiden 
first-time out as a 2-year-old in April 2011 
at Keeneland and was graded stakes-placed 
in his second start, Churchill Downs’ 
Grade 3 Bashford Manor Stakes. His sec¬ 
ond runner, the Great Notion gelding 
Ascauga, broke his maiden in his first start. 
His Two Punch gelding Stonebriar was 
stakes-placed twice at 2, in the Maryland 
Million Nursery and Christopher Elser 
Memorial Stakes. 

Dunbarton horses often made appear¬ 
ances at the Aiken Trials, and included 
winners Friscan, Ascauga and Donaghy. 
Simpson became a member of the Aiken 
Training Track’s board of directors in 
2015, and with his appointment as chair¬ 
man made numerous improvements and 
changes. 

In his short tenure, he worked on revi¬ 
talizing the training track and celebrating 
its history. Before this year’s 75th Aiken 
Trials, he said, “I wanted it to be more 
of a community event this year, so there 
are going to be a lot activities going on in 
addition to our great racing.” Festivities 
included an appearance by the Wells Fargo 
Stagecoach, a flyover by two 1942 Boeing- 
Stearman PT-17 biplanes and between 
races contests and celebrations, including 
the unveiling of an official State of South 
Carolina historical marker by the Aiken 
County Historical Society. 

Aiken Training Track president Cary 
Frommer told Dede Biles of the Aiken 
Standard : “He single-handedly turned 
around the financials for the Aiken 
Training Track. He got our debts under 
control and refinanced things that were too 
high. He also changed our insurance. The 
inner workings of the Training Track were 
a bit of a mess, and he came in and got us 
going on the right path.” 


BINNIE HOUGHTON 

Elizabeth Fowler Houghton—Binnie 
to anyone who ever met her-passed 
away at her home on Maryland’s Eastern 
Shore Aug. 7. She was 79. 

Binnie and her late husband Eddie 
Houghton, who died in 2008, established 
Buckingham Farm in Chestertown, Md., 
in 1964, and over the decades turned out 
dozens of stakes winners off the pic¬ 
turesque property of approximately 130 
acres on the banks of the Chester River. 

Binnie Houghton was the daughter of 
Anderson Fowler, a successful owner/ 
breeder who resided in Gladstone, N.J., 
but raised and raced the majority of 
his homebreds from the Houghtons’ 
farm. Among his top campaigners were 
Maryland Million Classic winners Master 
Speaker and Timely Warning, and stakes 
winner Assemblyman, who stood at stud 
in the region, for a time at Buckingham. 

Through her mother Genevieve 
Brady Fowler, Houghton was a niece 
of famed breeder James Cox Brady, 
and a cousin of James Cox Brady and 
Nicholas F. Brady of Mill House Farm. 
Her family connections resulted in long 
histories with certain equine families, 
most notably the Fowler-bred mare La 
Reine Rouge, the granddam of Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Barbaro. 

Ties to the female line of La Reine 
Rouge traced back to 1925, when 
Houghton’s grandfather James Cox 
Brady purchased War Feathers (eighth 
dam of Barbaro). Houghton had mem¬ 
bers of the family in her broodmare 
band to this day, from the branch of the 
family descending from Silver Abbey, a 
mare also bred by her father. 

Under the Buckingham Farm banner, 
the Houghtons bred and/or campaigned 
such notable runners as Maryland-bred 
champion 3-year-old filly He Loves Me 
and her graded stakes-winning dam 
Palliser Bay; Maryland-bred turf cham¬ 
pions Castelets (1986) and Laplander 
(1973), the latter a son of Assemblyman; 
and five-time stakes winner Forry Cow 
How. Fowler also bred and campaigned 
1968 Maryland-bred champion 3-year- 
old filly First Noel. 

The Houghtons loved animals, and 
their farm was home to a menagerie over 
the years, including llamas, zebras and 
pot-bellied pigs. Their field of pension¬ 
ers was also legendary, counting numer¬ 
ous stakes winners and stakes-producers, 
and at one time the famed local runner 



Port Conway Lane, whom Binnie pur¬ 
chased upon his retirement from the 
track at age 14 (after a career in which 
the gray gelding made 242 starts and 
won 52 times) as a Christmas present 
for Eddie. “We take care of them so well 
that they tend to live forever,” Houghton 
said in an interview in 2011. 

Castelets was also a pensioner on 
the farm after racing through age 10 
and winning 18 of 76 races, 10 stakes, 
while earning $614,486 after being virtu¬ 
ally crippled as a yearling. “He’s a piece 
of hardware from his knees down,” 
Houghton once said. 

Following her husband’s death, 
Houghton scaled back on her horse 
holdings, but the numbers rose to where 
she had seven mares in foal for next year, 
four weanlings, and about a half-dozen 
retirees on the farm. 

Among the mares bred back for 
next year is Aunt Elaine, the dam of 
Houghton’s most recent stakes win¬ 
ner Crabcakes. A daughter of Great 
Notion trained by Houghton’s nephew 
Bernie Houghton, Crabcakes won the 
Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship 
last December and has three stakes- 
placings in five starts this year. The 
filly’s fourth dam is La Reine Rouge. 
Houghton returned Aunt Elaine to 
Great Notion this year. 

The mares, young horses and pen¬ 
sioners will all be provided for as 
Houghton stipulated, said her daugh¬ 
ter Genevieve “Gen” Pierce of Ennis, 
Mont. And the farm, which is in land 
preservation and can’t be developed, 
will eventually be sold. Houghton is also 
survived by daughter Kim Houghton 
Johnson of Landing. N.J.

Snowden Carter: “No single person has 
accomplished more this year toward 
the improvement of the Maryland 
Thoroughbred breeding industry than 
Mrs. Richard C. duPont. 

“Lets hope that Mrs. duPont’s venture 
into the stallion end of the game stimu¬ 
lates other breeders to follow her lead.” 

At the time of the announcement 
came word that Nearctic’s former owner, 
Canada’s top breeder E.P Taylor, was 
to construct broodmare barns at his 
Chesapeake City training farm and com¬ 
mence breeding in the state. 

I Reports of activities from Saratoga 
included photos of duPont’s retired cham¬ 
pion Kelso putting on an exhibition of 
dressage and jumping in the track’s infield. 
Ridden by former national junior dressage 
champion Alison Cram, the 10-year-old 


75years ago 

I The Office of Defense Transportation 
in Washington was set to stop all vanning 
of racehorses and breeding stock on the 
East Coast during the summer of 1942 
until a field office at the offices of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
was set up to cut down on unnecessary 
vanning, by providing a clearing house for 
all public vanning to and from Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, New Jersey and 
Maryland. 

Humphrey S. Finney, field secretary of 
the MHBA, spent two weeks in Saratoga, 
attending all the sales, to handle the ship¬ 
ment of more than 100 yearlings into the 
area served by the clearing house.

feel the erosion of our base [mares leaving 
Country Life to foal in other states]. Mike 
looked at the racetrack and said, £ I think 
we should get it up and running.’” 

I Laurel Park’s massive turf course, 
rebuilt in 2005, was a marvel of modern 
engineering, as course superintendent 
Robbie Mitten used state-of-the-art 
technology to keep it pristine. Track 
expansion had widened the course from 
75 feet to 142 feet, allowing for six lanes 
to be created, just by moving the rail. “It’s 
been a boon for us, simply because of 
the ability to run many more turf races,” 
said Maryland Jockey Club’s president and 
chief executive officer Lou Raffetto. “By 
moving the rail to different spots, we can 
run four of five turf races a day, versus 
two or three.” 

I Major league racing was held during 
the summer at tracks throughout the 
region.

I Pimlico/Laurel vice-president Tim 
Capps addressed the shrinking supply 
of owners as a horse shortage at tracks 
across the country was causing numbers 
to plummet. 

“Interestingly, the relationship between 
number of races and the universe of 
available horses has changed very little 
over the past five years,” he wrote.

I Patricia Generazio’s New Jersey-bred 
filly Pure Disco put on a display of pure 
speed to capture her second consecutive 
Goldfinch Handicap at Monmouth Park. 
The daughter of Disco Rico blazed 
through fractions of :22.38, :44.83 and 
:56.38 and stopped 6 furlongs in 1:08.53. 

A second-generation homebred\ Pure Disco 
won three more stakes that year and eventually 
retired with $496,840 in earnings. Joining 
Generations broodmare band\ the two-time New 
Jersey-bred champion produced as her Jirst foal 
millionaire Pure Sensation , a Florida-bred son 
of Zensational who recently won his second 
consecutive Parx Dash Stakes-G3.

History Lessons 

Mongo: a turf opportunist 


k? 



In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

M arion duPont Scott’s homebred colt 
Mongo had much to live up to when 
he came to the races as a 2-year-old in 
1961. Five of his half-brothers were already 
stakes winners, and one—Neji—was a super- 
star, a three-time national champion steeple¬ 
chaser (and future Hall of Famer). 

Foaled at Scott’s Montpelier in Virginia, 
the son of *Royal Charger out of Accra 
was a flashy chestnut who looked the part. 
Charles Hatton described him for the 


American Racing Manual as “a most attractive 
individual, perhaps the handsomest in train¬ 
ing, and as correctly constructed as the most 
fastidious could wish.” 

Trained throughout his career by Mary¬ 
lander Frank Bonsai, Mongo quickly proved 
a worthy successor. With the blood of the 
fiery Nearco and Man o’ War running through 
his veins, he broke his maiden first out by 10 
lengths, going 5 furlongs at Pimlico in May. 
Even with the distance abilities of his sib¬ 
lings, he never raced beyond 7 furlongs in his 
first 11 outings, with nine top-three finishes. 

Mongo’s first two starts at a mile result¬ 
ed in wins, including the first in a stakes, 
Aqueduct’s Lexington in July 1962. When he 
next appeared in Atlantic City’s Ventnor Turf 
Handicap at IVu miles—he won by 10. 

Mongo proved he could sprint, and he 
eventually proved he could win long on 
the dirt—his 16 stakes wins included the 
114-mile Widener, Trenton and Monmouth 
Handicaps—but it was his occasional forays 
over grass courses that made him special. 

In 46 lifetime starts, eight were on the 
turf. His first six tries resulted in five wins, 
and a turf championship. 

With a grass score at Atlantic City under 
his belt, Mongo went postward for the rich 


United Nations. The only 3-year-old in the 
field of 12, he was engaged early, grabbed 
the lead after 6 furlongs, and held off T. V. 
Lark to win by a neck. One year later Mongo 
did it again, but the competition was much 
stiffen Turning back Never Bend and Carry 
Back, Mongo won by 2 lengths. His time for 
the l 3 /i6 miles as recorded by the Daily Racing 
Formvj&s l:54 2 /s, more than two seconds fast¬ 
er than his first win (there was a dispute of 
the time, as the track caught him in 1:55 Vs). 

Mongo was undefeated in three turf starts 
in 1963, having captured Atlantic City’s Kelly- 
Olympic Handicap in course record time by 
a nose over Bronze Babu, with Parka third, 
to prep for the U.N. The culmination of his 
14-start campaign at 4 was the Washington, 
D.C., International at Laurel. The invitational 
event lured 10, and the two American rep¬ 
resentatives—Kelso and Mongo—put on a 
show as they drew off down the stretch to 
outdistance the foreign runners. But no mat¬ 
ter how hard he tried, Kelso could not catch 
Mongo, who won by a half-length, and took 
the title as that year’s champion turf horse. 

Mongo won five stakes the next season, 
including a track record-setting performance 
at Garden State in the 114-mile Trenton 
Handicap in his final start, but failed miser¬ 
ably in his two attempts on the turf. He 
was retired to stud at Blue Ridge Farm in 
Upperville, Va., where he remained until his 
death in March 1983. 


Record puts history at hand 


The National Sporting Library and Museum in 
Middleburg, Va., is dedicated to preserving, sharing 
andpromoting the literature, art and culture of horse 
andfield sports.

O ne of the valuable research resources 
at the National Sporting Library and 
Museum is The Thoroughbred Record ,' a 
major periodical of record for the racing 
world. The library holds issues of the Record 
dating back to 1895, and each issue tells some 
story from the history of racing. 

In January 1896, the American champion 
money-winning racehorse retired. Domino, 
“The Black Whirlwind,” was being put out 
to stud by his owner, Foxhall Keene (1867- 
1941). Bred by Keene’s father, James R. 
Keene (1838-1913), Domino was bought by 
Foxhall as a yearling for $3,000. 

Domino went on a three-year tear through 
United States racing. He was a sprinter, ben¬ 
efiting from the development away from 
timed heats in American racing. With less 
emphasis on stamina and more on outright 
speed, Domino won (among others) the 




Belmont Futurity, Belmont Stakes, and Great 
American Stakes. 

During Domino’s 2-year-old campaign in 
1893, he split his hoof and never completely 
recovered, often racing in bandages. 
Persistent injuries to his feet interrupted his 
training following his 1895 campaign, and he 
was retired to Castleton Stud with career 
earnings over $190,000. 

“It has also not been decided whether 
Domino will ever return to the turf; he prob¬ 
ably will not, though ‘Billy’ Lakeland, his 
trainer, during his visit here this week, stated 
that he was absolutely sound—that is, as 
sound as he has ever been since he split his 
hoof during his two-year-old campaign. This 
foot has always been under suspicion since, 
and to it more than to any other cause is 
attributed the comparative failure of his sub¬ 


sequent form compared with his wonderful 
two-year-old record.” The Thoroughbred Record , 
Jan. 25, 1896. 

The following month, Domino arrived in 
Lexington to overwhelming acclaim. Huge 
crowds, upon hearing about Domino’s arriv¬ 
al, swarmed the stable where he was being 
kept. So great was the demand that Domino’s 
handlers spent an entire day parading him for 
onlookers. 

The Thoroughbred Record of Feb. 8, 1896, 
described the horse’s appearance, which 
seems to have been a bit of a letdown. 
Apparently, eastern newspapers played up 
Domino as a dashing figure, a myth dispelled 
upon his arrival in Kentucky. Nevertheless, 
The Thoroughbred Record admits his many other 
anatomical advantages as a racer, and he is 
named “beautifully balanced” and “perfectly 
sound,” except for his nagging feet injuries. 

Domino produced 20 foals before suc¬ 
cumbing to spinal meningitis in July 1897. Of 
those 20 foals, eight became stakes winners 
and his most famous descendants include 
War Admiral, Secretariat, Seattle Slew, 
Affirmed, Gallant Fox, Omaha, Native Danc¬ 
er and American Pharoah. He was inducted 
into the National Museum of Racing and 
Hall of Fame’s inaugural class in 1955.
